In a democracy we have the privilege of criticizing the policies of cur 
government frecly, and we may print our criticisms so that the multitudes 
may read and know the way we feel, 

In a democracy we may pursue happiness in any way we desire, so long as 
others are not hurt by our actions, Cur only obligation is to make sure that 
we select our representatives intelligently, so that we shall reccive wise 
and unselfish scrvice, 


"Democracy is not the brain-child of great minds, but the result of trial 
and error," say bossing and Martin in YOUTH FACES ITS PROBLEMS, It has had 
centuries of development, applied and tested in living situations, It has 
been smashed and remolded again and again until it has reached the form in 
which we know it today, So many years of experience cannot be wrong, De-~ 
nocracy has been proved and re-proved down through the ages and exists now 
as the greatest form of government known to mankind, 


"The pursuit of happiness," which is promised to us in our Gonstitution, 
I do not understand; and yet I know that to be happy one must choose an cc- 
cupation that suits him well enough to hold his interest and protect him 
from perpetual boredom, I wish to be a farmer, but I have a friend who Ce» 
sires to be a-lawycr, Hach of us can obtain his goal through labar, and thus, 
partially et least, achieve his happiness, 


‘IT think that it is reasonable to assume that the sccd of democracy was 
sown, though of course no one was aware of it, the first time a group of 
primitive men banded together in ordcr better to insure their survival, The 
Greek city-states were a form of democracy, and they would have succeeded had 
ther been a strong central government to back them, 
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Let us ever be grateful for men such as Washinzton, Hamilton and 
Jefferson who were intelligent enough to forsee the utter fruitlessness 
of all our struggles without such an organization and who strove so vig-~ 
orously vntil it was achieved. Through their determination and self-sacri- 
fice, we enjoy what we believe to be a way of living unsurpassed by humani- 
GN 


I shall ever be thankful, andirust that my children and my children's 
children and all those that comeafter them may never find themselves with- 
out the blessed privileges and opportunities that I so cherish, Even with 
the world in chaos as it is today, in my heart I have but the smallest 
fear that democracy could. be abolished and another form of government be- 
come predominant, For surely, anything that can endure the hardships and 
abuses that democracy has, and still be more firmly rooted than ever, must 
last as long as the sun rises and sets,. As long as men will voluntarily 
sacrifice their lives, and as long as the great minds of the world work so 
unceasingly for peace and equality among all manicind, democracy shall surely 
stand unshaken,

Annual Alumni Meeting 
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ALUMNI RE-UNION : ALUMNI DIS-UNTON 


Dear to the hearts of most of us are the annual alumni reunions Gt the Kentucky 
School for the Blind, and in only a short time this beloved event, with its contra. 
dictory features of comradeship and controversy, will be with us again, It is hard 
to associate the second feature «- controversy and the friction from it -- with this _ 
sentimental occasion, yet strife and dis-union have always plagued it as much as 
friendship and re- union have graced it. Discord rather than harmony hes character- 
ized our regular business meetings, Because the coming session threatens to be the 
stormiest of them all, and because the views of the present Executive Board account 
for the gathering storm clouds, we shall try to detail those views for your fore- 
thought in the hope that your understanding might minimize friction, 


In its present form the Alumni Association of the Kentucky School for the Blind 
functions as a subsidiary to the Kentucky Federation of the Blind, with only a social 
program that is largely financed by the parent organization. Your Alumni membership 
implies your Federation membership, as well as your endorsement of Federation polic= 
ies, This scheme of interdependent government is probably as sound as any other so 
long as it satisfies the majority of the Alumni membership, but we, the Executive 
Board, question its popularity. We ourselves do not like it, 


We visualize an Alumni Association that more closely conforms to the pattern of 
organization that most Alumni Associations use, In order to attain this, a threefold 
plan of reform seems necessary: 


le Complete divorce between the Alumni Association and the Federation. 


Among the blind of Kentucky there is a growing number of those who wish to with- 
draw from the Federation, Sizing up this’ sector of opinion and the attitude it re- 
flects toward Federation activities, it may be seid that fceling ranges from sheer 
disinterest to opposition; and from there it rises to antagonism so heated thet a few 
persons refuse to join the Alumni Association in order to elude Federation manbership. 
As far as many people are concerned, this involuntary membership feature pleads the 
end of the subsidiary systen. Their reasoning is eclenentary, Their objection to a 
system docs not prove the error of that systam, yet they reserve the right to act up- 
on their objection. Federation policies are as controversial as Alumni policies, and 
all blind persons should have freedom of choice about affiliation with either, neither, 
or both of the two groups. What other organization has devised such a compulsory 
membership plan? 


2, Financial independence, and a progressive programe 


Entertainment should not be the Alumni Association's sole excuse for being, By 
its program and by its methods this body should convey to its menberg the pleasure 
end the honor of being Alumni, Surely self support is vital to the prestige of such 
Q groupe | 

The program alluded to might be an annual commitment to any specified good deed. 
For exemple, somcone has suggested a small scholarship fund for the assistance of 
deserving college students. Another person's idea is the creation of a fund which 
will benefit children at the School for the Blind, It is conceivable thet we will 
fail in our philanthropic ambitions, Poverty may confine us to a strictly social 
program, but however modest the undertaking, it should be our owne 
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3. A paid banquet, 


The logic of these last explanations dananded that we charge admittance to the 
banquet, even though the decision broke precedent. Through the wholesale privileges 
of the school, we are netting a small profit from the sale of tickets without having 
to charge a benefit price for the banquet, This revenue is earmarked for charity, 
the nature of which will be determined at the June business meeting, This year you 
have paid for your own banquet, and in doing so have helped to lay the groundwork for 
@ program of merit -- as well as fun. The positive character of both of these ren 
lated accomplishments will appeal to your maturity and pride, 


The differences between us cannot be adjusted on the basis of right and wrong, 
for they are controversies that stem from clashing, irreconcilable opinions. Unless 
a settlement can be found that the majority will accept, the Alumni story of strife 
and disunion is likely to reach a climax of unwarranted bitterness, 


We, the Executive Board, believe in the reforms here outlined, and, inviting 
political defeat, have decided to crusade for our program -- its justice, dignity, 
charity, and promise.

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DEDICATION TO PAUL J. LANGAN 


-. This number of THE KENTUCKY COLONEL is dedicated, with respect and esteem, to 
Paul J. Langan, our beloved superintendent, who has left K.S.B. to become the Field Service 


Counselor for the Far East for the American Foundation for Overseas Blind, with headquarters 


in New York. 


Parting with Mr. Langan was a sad experience, for we are all aware of how much he 
has done for the school in the eleven years he was with us. He had at all times the interest of 
the students, the faculty, and the staff at heart. A man of fine character, always kind and 


friendly, he was much admired; and his constructive leadership was greatly appreciated. 


To him whose success has been so richly earned, may the future bring added honors and 


continued accomplishments, good health, and supreme happiness. 
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A leading American educator of the blind has been appointed to 
the staff of AFOB as Field Service Counselor for the Far Fast, 


Paul J, Langan, former supsrintendent of the Kentucky School for 
the Blind and the Kentucky Workshop for the Blind in Louisville, 
joined the Foundation's New York headquarters on October 15. He is 
in cnarge of the services conducted by the Foundation in Formosa, 
India, Ceylon, Indonesia and other countries of the Far East. 


The appointment of a full-time Field Service Counselor for the 
Far East came as a result of the Foundation's rapidly expanding pro- 
gram in that part of the worid. While most of the world's fourteen 
million blind persors itve under tragic conditions, the Far East has 
been found to be particularily critical. 


The new Counselor comes to the post with a background of twenty- 
five years! experience in work with the blind, During the eleven- 
year period which he served as superintendent of the Kentucky School 
and Workshop, he was responsible for the introduction of many inno- 
vations, He inaugurated a co-operative school program with Louis- 
ville high schools for blind students in 1946, 


Mr. Langan, who received his education at West Virginia Univer- 
sity and Johns Hopkins University, served as teacher and later as 
principal of the Maryland School for the Blind. 


He has participated in national and international work in be- 
half of the blind. He served as consultant of the UNESCO Braille 
Conference held in Paris in 1951 and as co-chairman of the London 
Braille Conference in August 1956. 


(Copied from Foundation Bulletin) 
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On September 20, K.S,B. was shocked to learn that Mr, Langan was 
resigning as superintendent, The announcement was made at a staff 
meeting held at the morning recess period. The news reached the stu- 
dent-body in a matter of minutes, and by the time classes resumed 
everyone was in a very unsettled state of mind, 


If you had walked about the campus that |afternoon when classes 
were finally over, you would have seen numerous small groups of boys 
and girls 411 discussing thd same topic, each individual asking the 
same questions: Why couldn't this have waited till I graduated? Who 
will be superintendent? What changes will be made? With the subsid- 
ing of the state of surprise, came the realization that a very personal 

friend was leaving ow midst. 


In the last ten years, K.S.B. has changed from something resem- 
bling "Salem House" to a modern twentieth-century institution, When 
Mr. Langan arrived here, social life was merely something read about 
in novels, Now, our students enjoy a social standing wholly acceptable 
to modern society. Mr. Langan deserves full credit for this. 


With Mr. Langan'ts arrival, new buildings began to spring up, and 
students now enjoy all the comforts and conveniences of modern build- 
ings. Mr. Langan has left no stone unturned at K.S.B, to make life 
more advantageous and enjoyable, 


But those are merely a few of the reasons why we at K.S.B. love 
him, Many students sought his advice in personal affairs, and seldom, 
indeed, was he too busy to talk with a boy or girl concerning the most 
trivial matter. If he found it necessary to reprimand a student, it 
was done firmly, but gently. We shall miss him very, very much. 


Yet, there is consolation. Mr, Langan has reached another rung in 
his climb up the ladder of success, and for this even the most selfish 
of us are glad, The greatest consolation, however, is in knowing that 
he is still working in the same field. Now the many, instead of the 
few, are in a position to benefit from his ideas, He will work with the 
Anerican Foundation, helping foreign countries in Europe and the Far 
East to establish or improve educational and vocational-training facil- 
ities for the blind. With headquarters in New York, he will travel ex- 
tensively threugh Europe and the Pacific. 


Keep up the good work, Sir. We at K.S.B. will never forget you, 
and we should like to take this opportunity to wish you-the very best 
of success and happiness.

TO “STUDENTS 


Well, as you probably know I have been trying to put this meeting 
off as long as possible for saying good-bye to you, the students of the 
Kentucky School, isn't going to be an easy task for me. I think you all 
know by this time that next week I am leaving to take another position 
in New York, Eventually this new work will take me to some twenty coun- 
tries in the Pacific area, such as Japan, India, Formosa and the Philip- 
pines, where the foundation I will be representing will assist in the 
establishment of schools and rehabilitation centers for the blind. This 
is going to be a most challenging assignment, and I hope you will under- 
stand the reasons for my decision to leave you. 


My work here has been most pleasant and satisfying, and I know I 
shall miss all of you very much.

Actually you may 
have to work harder to live up to the expectations of employers ard 
colleges as a result of the outstanding records of students who gradu- 
ated five and ten years ago. 


Here at school you have a fine dedicated staff of teachers who are 
interested in your welfare and your future, I hope you will take every 
advantage they have to offer you as a result of their experience and 
training and make the most of your school careers, The growth and ma- 
turity you develop here ate something you cannot possibly obtain any- 
where else or at any other time in your life, Some of you wiil be too 
young or too immature to understand this now, but all of you will real- 
ize it later, Unfortunately there is no way of getting this across to 
you but through constant lectures and corrections, Some children in 
every school get lost in the process, however, through no fault of the 
program or the teachers, You must be receptive and cooperative in order 
to take the work that comes your way and realize that it is for your 
benefit and for no one else, You cannot depend on others for the things 
you need to know to get you through life. Learning to live with and 
share with others is an invaluable asset which you have acquired here in 
your school away from home, It will help make you adjustable to new 
situations later in life which often frustrate less oriented individuals. 


I can only wish for you the very best life has to offer us. You 
will have many joys and pleasures to look forward to, but I think you 
know that along with this will come many sorrows and disappointments, 
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The ability to evaluate these situations and to carry on is the attribute 
of a well adjusted person. I hope you will meet «11 of your challenges 
with intelligence and fortitude and will govern your lives by the best 
standards and conventions of our society. Living a moral and a mentally 
healthful life will bring you much happiness and satisfaction in the end, 
Friends will never forsake you if you live a clean and honest life, and 
the good things you want from life will come to you only if you earn and 
deserve them. Most of all be a credit to your school, yow family, and 
abéve all to yourself, Good-by and God bless you and guide you in your 
future work in life.

Of course, there is no one among you 
who will defend the actions of such people; yet there are those who will upbraid 
aman if he says that our democracy can be improved,

PREPARING FOR A DICTATION LESSON IN TYPING

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FAR EAST 


I am sorry now I accepted this assignment some months ago from your faculty 
advisor, Miss Wash, At that time I thought I might be able to write an amusing and 
entertaining article telling you of the children in schools for the blind in the 
nine countries I have visited on this trip. But I find if I do that, this will only 
be a story of the pathetic struggle these Oriental people are making to recover from 
the damages of war and occupation which left them:destitute more than ten years agoe 
It is difficult for us in America today to realize situations where, in a city of 
three million people such as Djakarta, the capital of the new Republic of Indonesia, 
no provision of any kind has been made for the education of blind children, With no 
public schools for more than 200,000 children, it is little wonder that they have 
not been able to devote the attention, money and teachers for a school for their 
blind children, And so it would go, in country after country. In Saigon, the cap- 
ital of Vietnam, they do have a school for the blind, but for boys only ~-= from 
fourteen to forty! Thus it is not hard to understand why the generous people in 
the United States have for some years provided funds and equipment through the AFOB 
to initiate programs for the blind all ever the world, So, if I go on this way my 
story will be an unhappy one. . 


I think you'd probably like to hear more of my own experiences, and in partic- 
ular just how I managed to fly some 20,000 miles when I so much dislike flying. Now 
that I am nearing the end of my tour, with only 5,000 more miles to go before reach-~ 
ing home in New York, I can write about it with a sense of humor, You!1l be inter- 
ested to know that Miss Wash compared my attitude toward flying to her aversion to 
traveling alone with a cane. I know now just what a challenge that was to her! I 
was properly initiated in my take-off from New York in a non-stop United plane to 
San Francisco in the midst of a snow storm on April h. Departure was scheduled for 
10 A.M. but delayed to 11; and even then, after loading they hauled the plane into 
a hanger for de-icing with a chemical spray. As I sat there looking at the liquid 
running down over the wings and windows, it made me think of sitting in. my car in 
one of these minute-wash places. But I had many other thoughts, too, as you can 
imagine, The one I found myself thinking most was how I could get out of that plane 
before it attempted to take off in the snow By the time I had thought up some fice 
titious excuse as having forgotten my fountain pen or razor, they had the big mon-= 
ster out on the runway and the pilot was gunning the motors for the take-off. A 
pretty hostess came by with chewing gum to relieve the pressure on the ears, and by 
the time I had three pieces in my mouth we were off and I could do no more about the 
matter. I had purposely asked for a nonestop flight to the west coast to avoid the 
customary stop in Chicago. Now I thought how foolish that was, for I couldn't ctange 
my mind and get off even if we succeeded in making it that far. By this time we ap-~ 
parently cleared the Empire State Building and were above the storm; there was no 
snow, and in fact, the sun was shininge So, up in the air four miles high and trav~ 
eling at a speed of 350 miles an hour, I was off on a journey that would take me 
hal? way around the world, across the International Date Line between Honoluly and 
Wake Island, and 600 miles south of the Equator to Indonesia. On the way I was to 
see places I had only read about in school when I was a youngster -- Tokyo, Formosa, 
Hongkong, Saigon, Singapore, Indonesia, and Manila, I was to be confused by the 
green tea of Japan and the brown tea of Chinas the languages of the Japanese, Chi- 
nese, French (Vietnam), Dutch (Indonesia), and Tagalog, here in Manila. This, in 
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addition to the many native dialects such as Taiwanese in Formosa, Vietnamese in 
Vietnam, and Indonesian in Indonesia. I was to make a trip into the mountains of 
Formosa to visit an eye clinic for the treatment of trachoma, where I had to have a 
special military permit, and landed in a small plane on grass landing fields com- 
pletely blacked out to the traveler because of military security. I slept in a Jap- 
anese Inn in Osaka where they could only understand my gestures for wanting to sleep, 
eat and have a bath, Then in Bandung, in Indonesia, I ran into the visit of 
Voroshilov, the Russian President, and found myself stranded because all planes had 
been requisitioned for the security party of 10 accompanying him. Unable to get a 
hotel room, I was rescued by the Dutch Embassy and quartered in a university pro- 
fessor!s home, Until 10 A.M. the next day I could not visit the school for the blim 
because it was Russian, and closed to the public until his departure, 


But now here in Manila, a modern city of two million, and wholely rebuilt since 
the war, I feel like it ali has been a dream. I know my copious notes and reports 
will prove otherwise when I get back to New York, But as I sit here in an air-~con- 
ditioned room, protected from the 100-degree temperature outside, I can't help but 
wonder of the fierce fighting that went on in this part of the city as Gen, McArthur 
returned to liberate the Philippines from the Japanese. This hotel faces Manila Bay 
and I have been told was headquarters for the Japanese Navy officers. Their last 
stand was made nearby as the American troops pushed up from the south. This, too, 
was part of the trip the whole way, where in Okinawa the bodies of six American 
soldiers were found by a farmer as he plowed his field the week I was there, And in 
Hongkong where the small British force soon surrendered to the invading Japanese}; 
and in Indonesia where my host was interned in a prison camp for four long years of 
occupations 


Understanding some of these situations makes it easier to be more objective 
towards their recovery programs and to realize that for some years to come America 
and the other free countries must help these people in assuming the responsibilities 
of their new freedom, independence, and countries. And the threat is not over yet, 
for there are these sore spots where communism is being held off from day to day. 
The future of Formosa, Vietnam and Indonesia will probably determine what happens 
in this whole Far East area. The picture is not a pleasant one, but there is still 
hope that another war can be prevented.

Dear Boys and Girls: 


"Hello" to each of you, from Switzerland. As I sit here writing, I can hear 
two very familiar sounds -- first, because it's the after lunch time at the Mathilde~ 
Escher Heim, one of the older girls is reading, and the nice music of Swiss-German 
fills the airs; second, it is just one o'clock, and the nearby church bells are ring~ 
ing the hour. The bells in Switzerland are wonderful to hear -- whether they be cow 
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bells heard in meadows or mountains, bells in the cities' big cathedrels, or bells 
in little churches in the tiniest of villages. 


I've just been thinking today how many sounds I've heard while taking this trip 
which are sounds I know and enjoy, There are new sounds, too -~ and, after I hear 
them, and know why they are as they are, then I know so much better the place where 
Iam. Of course, there are wonderful sights to see, things to touch and to taste, 
odors of each place <- all both familiar and unfamiliar; but I do believe the sounds 
have meant more to me in these travels than ever before. So, please -= as you read 
these words try to imagine first, the sounds; and I hope you'll share every foot of 
my journeys and every bit of my doings. Come along! . 


it's glorious here today, but during the last week the weather has really acted 
strangely. Two different mornings we had snow -- think of that, in May! (It's un- 
seansonable, of course «= reminds me of our weather in Louisville.) When I looked 
across the lovely Lake of Z2Urich, which can be seen fran the balcony of our apart- 
ment, the nearby small mountains were flecked with snow, and the far-away snow- 
capped peaks seemed even whiter and more beautiful than ever, At this moment the 
sounds of happy birds are filling the air =< universal musics There are cricket- 
like noises coming from the tall grass around the Mathilde-Escher Heim. The Heim 
is an old, large house, with a nice amount of land around it. Quite a bit of the 
space is garden; our salad every lunchtime comes from here, as do the potatoes, 
beets, and green beans which we often have, and the stewed fruits eaten over rice 
or maize, The flowers in the yard are lovely ~- we've found flowers everywhere in 
Switzerland. This is indeed a pretty place to be. 


When my friend, Nan Wooten, and I left Louisville on Monday morning, March 22d, 
we started the day-and=-a-half drive to New York while listehing to the sounds of 
falling rain, of tires swishing through wet streets, and of city noises a little 
muffled by windows closed to the raindrops. Then, in New York City, the sounds were 
"people" sounds, and the noises made by things. When I try to realize how many folks 
live in New York, millions of then, I just can't comprehend the number, There were 
sounds of music there, too -- we went to an opera, and heard voices and instruments 
togethers; you know how nice it is to be surrounded with music. I called Mr. and Mrs. 
Langan the morning before we sailed, and it was good to hear their voices, and to 
learn that their thoughts were often with us, in Kentucky. 


Not until Nan and I boarded our ship, the Queen Mary ( a large English liner), 
did we realize that we were really on our way to Switzerland. The sound of good-= 
byes said by thousands of people was almost overpowering; but this was equaled by 
the thousands of welcomes said when many of the Queen Mary's passengers left her 
at Cherbourg, France. The journey over lasted five days, There were new sounds 
apparent as we sailed the seas: the swish of waves, which we could hear so well from 
our little four-person cabin, right against the outside edge of the ship; the drone 
of heavy fog-horns, when at night, we wcnt through waters covered by heavy mists; 
the sounds of doors banging and furniture sliding a bit, as the ship rocked from 
side to side and from bow to stern, when the weather became (for two days) a little 
rough. 


When we reached France, the new sound of the French language filled the air. 
To us, not used to hearing it, it seemed to be so quickly spoken; but we found our 
way to our boat-train, and rode happiiy for five hours to the second distinctive 
on-shore sound, the click-clack of the train as we hurried along to Paris, When we 
arrived there, in mid-evening, the zooming traffic and many lights showed us to be 
in a busy, busy city. We found our way to our night's lodging (quite a feat by cab, 
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with our poor French to help us), and were 2 grateful to find a Swiss friend there, 
whose welcome with flowers was a pleasure indeed, On the next day, |April end, we 
went, again by train, to Ztirich -- through gentle, hilly country, covered with 
freshly-plowed fields, spring flowers, blossoming trees, and cities and towns filled 
with tall steeples and the look of oldness,. 


How good was the’ sound of our Swiss friends! voices, as they met us in the big 
Wrich train stations Our first week in Ztrich passed quickly <- we visited friends, 
and walked long distances in the city, enjoying its holiday look and sounds as Zlrich 
celebrated the burning of winter and the coming of spring. Nan and I saw the BYdég 
(old winter himself) first, high on a wooden stand, surrounded by fire-wood piled 
in huge heaps; then, later, in roaring flaines. We. watched from a distance, with the 
children from the Mathilde-Escher Heim, as he disappeared in smoke, and by their 
voices knew how much they were enjoying this annual festival of Zilrich. 


Since the 9th of April Nan and I have been a part of the Mathilde-Escher Hein, 
and what a fine place it is. There are children here (25 in all) from all over the 
German-speaking part of Switzerland. Speaking of sounds, you know how our accents 
are different from one part of Kentucky to the other. Well, these children have 
just as different ways of saying things. Some are learning French already, all are 
trying a few words of English as we say them -- so, if you were here during any hour 
of the day, what a mixture you could hear! There's another sound, too -~ that of 
wheel chairs rolling down halls and along paths; of braces for arms, legs or backs, 
banging about as they are put on; of youngsters scooting along on a slick floor on 
a cloth mat. Many of these children have difficulties using their arms, legs, or 
backs, and are learning how to better do so while they are here. Another good sound 
always to be heard -- lots of laughter and singing (again, universal languages), 
Then, too, often in Nan's and my ears are the sounds of bath-water running; the gong 
announcing meal-times; the sounds of play with balls, toy cars, table games, and 
such; the sounds of lessons being learned; and the often-repeated "Frfulein Nan" 
"Fraulein Carol," now quite familiar to us. 


We, with our Swiss friends, have done a lot of walking. In the countryside 
near Zirich the walks have led us through forest much like ours -- filled with bird 
sounds, and the breathing of wind through branches; through meadows bright with many 
flowers, and dotted with the voices of families taking Sunday walks together; throvh 
farm yards, and often into barns where cows moo, and goats (also with bells) do 
funny antics (sometimes even on low rooftops); by lakes, where the first spring frogs 
have reninded us of Kentucky lakes and streams. Then we have walked to the rhythm 
of our feet crunching in snow, in the higher mountains, and have seen views of snow= 
caps, and have heard far=away skiers beginning their long glides into green, green 
valleys. 


Oh} the sounds have been wonderful -- sane new, some old and familiar - -- and 
our trip, this whole experience, is a happy ax because of each. 


Now, this long letter must come to an end, or surely it won't arrive (even by 
plane it will need four days) before you set forth for summer vacations, and leave 
school thoughts behind you, It will be good to see you <= and to hear your voices 
-~ when school begins again next fall. How much I hope that each one of you is well, 
and happy. How much I wish for you, each, the nicest of summers.

(As Told to Your Faculty Adviser by Mr. C, E, Silliman)

My! This campus doesn't look as it did when I was a school boy here 
from 1882 to 1891! Then there were only two buildings -- the "big" building 
which did not have the red brick wings, and the shop building. The grounds 
were beautiful with many trees, and seven peacocks wandered about, adding 
their gorgeous colors, All the space back of the building was filled with 
an apple orchard which boasted seven varieties of delicious apples, There 
were also a few pear trees, 


Mr, Tom Lucas and his helper tended a large vegetable garden which fure 
nished all the vegetables for the dining room for much of the year, Often I 
raided the temato and onion patches at night, and as late as Thanksgiving I 
searched the apple orchard for a few last apples, 


We had a furnace, running water and gas lights, To reach the outside 
toilet, we traversed a brick walk of approximately ninety feet leading 
straight back from our rear door, | This walk was covered with a grape arbor 
wnich bore big white and purple grapes in their season, 


The shop building, back of the main one, served three purposes, Besides 
the workshop, one section was reserved for Mr. Huntoon's carriages, and an- 
other section was used for storage, I must have been a favorite of Mr, Hun- 
toon, for he often took me to town with him in his surrey to hold the horse 
while he did his errands, 


It was during my school days that the board fence along Frankfort Avenue 
was replaced by the pretty stone wall that you now see there, I also saw the 
first building of the Printing House go up, and I watched the printing being 
moved from our fifth floor to its present location, When the printing was 
done in the two front rooms of the boys! side fifth floor, the material was 
lifted from the ground to that level by rope pulley, 


New York Point was the type then used, I am still sure that it is the 
best type, With it you do not have to read or write a third dot below, I 
was librarian for a while, We had a few braille books in the library, but 
no one ever wanted to bother with them, Even New York Point books were not 
plentiful as they would be later, We had only one book of the Bible -- Psalms, 


Our school was filled with music, even if there was no such thing as radio 
or victrola, Mr, Charles Frederick taught most of it, We had a band and or- 
chestra as well as two choirs and many instrumental soloists, I played a 
clarinet in the orchestra, and I also played piano which I still enjoy doing, 
In my retirement I find pleasure in composing hyms and waltzes, Besides 
teaching band, orchestra, piano, organ, and choir, Mr, Frederick also taught 


gymnasium, Flora Moore had the most beautiful singing voice in school, She 
was tall and red-haired; perhaps she was as pretty as her voice, 


Mr, Huntoon taught the advanced mathematics classes, I did not study 
algebra; it was too difficult for me, The late Mr, Beckman was the best 
mathematician in school, It was said that he was even better than the 
teacher, 


I studied elementary physics, geogrephy, the theory of sound, and physi- 
ology, We had carved maps, a human skeleton, and many models to assist in 
these courses, 


The building was always spotlessly clean, The floors were scrubbed 
white with sand, It was much later that the floors were varnished, If any- 
one says that we did not have good meals, I wish to be quick and emphatic in 
denying it, Why, for breakfast we had hominy and gravy and fried meat} 


We played a form of baseball in the space between the building and the 
Printing House, There were four trees placed in such a way that they made 
an almost perfect diamond, We learned their positions and did not run into 
them often, I pitched for both sides, but I was quite impartial, Instead 
of trying to pitch so that the batter would strike out, I tried to see that 
he hit the ball every time, The batter's back was to the road, and across 
the road was the dell, We often lost cur balls because they went into the 
dell, Years later some of the boys who lived in the neighborhood told me 
abewt going into our dell and retrieving our balls for their own games, 


The chief method of punishment was to make the culprit sit upon the 
stairs where all passers-by could see him in his shame, One day I went into 
the dell on the girls! side of the campus, That time, Mrs. Huntoon called 
me to her and put quinine on my tongue. 


The seventy years since my school days have brought many conveniences 
and luxuries to you who are in school now, but they cannot have brought any 
more happiness than we enjoyed. I hope they have not lessened the eagerness 
to learn that we felt when Mr, Huntoon read and talked to us of the wondere 
ful world in which we lived,

MHRVIM HALLE 


Our main building, which stood alone on the campus for two-thirds of 
its century; is now surrounded by other buildings, These new residences and 
gymnasium have been given names commemorating a few of the devoted people 
who have served this school so well, For the benefit of our student-body 
who are too young to remember these people, and for the interest of others, 
from time to time we shall publish a small biographical sketch of the person 
whose name adorns each building, 


The older girls! residence is called Merwin Hall, Because this is the 
birthday month of Miss Merwin, we shall begin with her, 


Miss Susan B, Merwin was born November 21, 1876, At the age of twenty, 
and immediately after she finished school, she joined this faculty, She was 
appointed superintendent of the school in 1912, She was also secretary of 
the American Printing House for the Blind, and was its chief executive offi- 
cer until her death, May 6, 1923. 


She had superior mental endowment, high nerveus energy, a splendid 
optimism, and absolute devotion to her work, But notwithstanding her burden 
of administrative duties in two institutions, she was a friend -- a personal 
and individual friend -- to each pupil in this school, She watched the 
growth of each child, and she never failed to commend progress or to prod 
the lazy and indifferent. 


She personally conducted the annual spelling match and reading examina- 
tions, She formulated the final examination questions for the upper academic 
classes, 


She conducted the chapel program every day in the year, Because of the 
lack of adequate textbooks, she taught health to the whole school each morn- 
ing after chapel exercises, and followed up her lessons with her own obser- 
vations in the dining room, dormitory and pleyground, Were the windows 
raised in bed rooms during the breakfast hour so that the rooms would be 
refreshed? Did each child eat a balanced meal? She walked up and down the 
aisles of the dining room admonishing that a particular food did not need 
to be completely palatable to be necessary for good health; if that did not 
bring the desired result, away went the ice cream or other favored dessert 
until the meat and vegetables were consumed, Did each child spend at least 
thirty minutes a day out of doors, no matter how deep the snow? ‘ 


Three evenings a week she devoted to the entertainment and extra~ 
curricular instruction of all, On Fridays there was music-appreciation, 
She played gems from the classics on a spring-driven victrola, and explained 
their meanings and gave biograshical sketches of their composers, Saturday 
evenings were given over to magazine literature and short stories, She read 
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Irvin Cobb's humor, and laughed as merrily as any of her listeners, Sunday 
evenings were a double treat; then she taught hymns in four-part harmony, 
and afterwards she read from the leading essayists of the day, 


School was not closed for Christmas vacation in Miss Merwin's time, but 
she created as nearly as possible a family atmosphere for those who remained, 
The "lecture room" was made festive with a lighted Christmas tree and a 
simulated fireplace, Hach year she gathered those who were old enough to 
understand around the "fireplace" and read Dickens! CHRISTMAS CAROL, Each 
afternoon during the holiday season splendid entertainment was provided by 
any type of artist she could persuade to come, On New Year's Day she held 
a formal reception to teach refined manners, 


Although rehabilitation for the biind was not yet thought of, and posi- 
tions for them were scarce indeed, she tried to aid cach graduate to find 


employment, : 


When you enter the lounge of Merwin Hall and stend before her picture, 
the bright eyes that look back at you will not tell you of the diminutive 
and frail body to which they belonged, but they will tell you of the strong, 
loving, and energetic soul who was one of the best friends that the blind of 
Kentucky ever had, |

ee@ NE DAY IN 188¢ Heinrich Hertz, a German school teacher, was. experiment- 
@ 6 ing with an induction coil, Standing on the opposite side of the room, 
@ © Hertz was holding in his hands a loop of wire which|had a quarter-inch 
68 gap between its ends, while the induction coil was Sending sparks across 
a gap in its wires, He was amazed to see sparks jumping across the 
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Space between the ends of the loop in his hands, in spite of the distance 
between the induction coil and the loop, After further experimentation, 
Hertz and other scientists discovered that the induction coil was sending 
out electro-magnetic waves, Now we call them radio waves, 


Radio waves are made of radiant energy, They have various lengths, 
The usual ones are fran 200 to 600 yards, We use shorter radio waves to 
broadcast across the oceans, They are 3 to 534 yards long, 


Radio began in 1895 in a garden near the city of Bologna, Italy. 
Guglielmo Marconi stood near a strange-looking piece of equipment and per- 
formed an experiment most important to all of us, From his appratus a long 
wire extended into the air, and another wire connected it with the earth, 


"Convenient to his hand was a Morse telegraph key, and when he pressed 
the key a spark leaped across a small gap in a coil of wire. More than a 
mile away was another apparatus, also with a wire extending into the air, 
Between the two sets there was no connecting wire, Only space, Yet, when 
Marconi pressed the key of the first apparatus, an electrical signal reached 
the wire of the second, It traveled dow this wire into a small glass tube 
containing nickel and silver filings, end here an odd thing happened, The 
filings, jumbled in the tube, arranged themselves in order, They 'cohered', 
making the little tube a good conductor of electricity, It permitted a cur- 
rent to pass from a battery to a Morse inker, a device for printing dots and 
dashes on tape, So, whenever Marconi, in his father's garden, pressed a key, 
code characters were imprinted on tape more than a mile away, The world's 
first practical wireless messages were taking wing,"1 


Radio broadcasting began in 1920, At first KDKA, the first broadcasting 
station, had the field to itself, Today there are over 3,000 radio stations 
in the United States, They are on the dial from 90 to 1600 kilocycles, 


Some stations have different watt-power from others, A watt-power is 
the number of watts a station is allowed to radiate, The watt-powers are 
250, 500, 1000, 2000, 5000, 10000, 50000, 


Some frequencies have very large numbers of radio stations, The sta- 
tions on these frequencies are allowed only 250 watts, These crowded free 
quencies are 1230, 120, 1340, 1100, 1150, 11:90, 10 has more stations on 
it than any other frequency, 


There are four networks in the country with which most stations are af- 
filiated, All unaffiliated stations are called independent stetions,

wave-length, watt-power, and affiliations:

(Note: In the November issue of this magazine an explanation 
was made regarding articles pertaining to the new, and not-so- 
new, dormitories, and to the superintendents or teachers whose 
names they bear, At that time Merwin Hall and Miss Susan B, 
Merwin were featured, Now the older boys! building, with a 
sketch of Mr, Huntoon, the second superintendent of our school, 
receives its place of prominence, However, this article con- 
sists almost entirely, and because of necessity, of extracts 
from old editions of OUTLOOK FOR Thi BLIND.) 


® @ 0 NAME is better known and loved among all educators and workers for 
60 .@ the blind than that of B. B. Huntoon, His name and fame are world- 
&@ @ @ wide, and the influence of his scholarly and inventive genius on the 
@ 66 education of the blind will never cease, 


Benjamin Bussy Huntoon was born in Milton, Massachusetts, January 30, 
1836, the son of a Unitarian minister, a circunstance which perhaps ac- 
counted for the great integrity and high moral character of the son, 


After receiving his A. B, degree from Harvard in 1856, he taught in 
private families and conducted a private school for boys until 1871. During 
the early years of this experience, he continued his education and received 
his M, A. degree in 1859, Mr. Huntoon often remarked that a good carpenter 
was lost when he entered Harvard, for he was skilled in the manual arts and 
took great pride in the furniture he made, Large bookcases of his handi- 
work are still used at the School for the Blind, proudly displayed in the 
superintendent's office, 


Mr, Huntoon became superintendent of the Kentucky Institution for the 
Education of the Blind (as the school was then called) in 1871, and remained 
in this capacity until 1912 -~ forty-one years of devoted, unselfish service, 
His retirement was considered "a public, yea, a national calamity, and an 
irreparable loss to the State of Kentucky," At that time an editorial ina 
daily paper read, in part, as follows: 


"Only those who have followed, year by year, the work done in the 
Institution can appreciate and know what perpetual sacrifice and patience, 
what industry and forbearance, wnat sympathy and love for suffering humanity 
have been devoted to this work, The work Mr. Huntocn has done will endure: 
He has sent back to darkened homes scores of blind children trained almost 
to see; and these lives, redeemed in every community in the state, testify 
to the value of the services of this great teacher, proclaiming unconsciously 
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the nobility of his life, his daily sacrifice of comfort, peace and rest, 
that the ignorant might be educated, that the incompetent might be freed 
from their bondage, that the blind might see, and that life might be trans- 
formed for them and for all about them," 


At the same time that Mr. Huntoon took charge of the Institution, he 
also became superintendent of the American Printing House for the Blind, 
which office he held until his retirement in 1912. His labors in that work 
alone entitled him to the gratitude of the whole nation: He devised and 
made the drawings for the first cylinder embossing press ever used in the 
entire world, He made several hundred maps for use by the blind, some in 
outline showing river systems and capitals, others in relief with mountain 
ranges with elevations in true proportions, His maps of the United States 
and of Kentucky proved interesting jig-saw puzzles to pupils. He was re- 
sponsible for the printing of geometry, trigonometry, algebra, geography 
and astronomy, with ciagrams, and of all higher branches of educational 
works, \He devised a board with embossed script letters to aid the blind in 
learning to write, and also a grooved board to enable them to keep the line 
when writing, 


It was during Mr. Huntoon's administration that a separate school for 
Negro blind children came into existence, The General Assembly passed an 
act to this effect in 188), and the formal opening of this department, with 
a detailed account of the cost of the building, was first recorded in the 
annual report of 1886. Five children were enrolled, 


Personally, Mr. Huntoon was a most charming and delightful person to 
know, His love of ali that is best in literature, art and music caused him 
to live in an atmosphere of culture and refinement, which one instinctively 
felt when with him, He was a wonderfvl reader, and for many years he de-~ 
lighted his audiences of blind children by reading aloud from Dickens! 
works, making the characters live with his dramatic interpretation, 


In memory of Mr. Huntoon, electric lights at the entrance gate to the 
campus were installed in 1951, A plaque mounted on one of the columns 
there bears the line, "He lighted the path of knowledge for many." These 
lights were dedicated by students, teachers and friends on the evening of 
June 9, 1951, with an appropriate ceremony, 


In Huntoon House, named in honor of this great benefactor of the blind, 
Mr, Huntoon still "watches" over the older boys from his niche over the man- 
tel in the living room, His kindly presence seems to pervade the place and 
to breathe a blessing upon the continuation of his life's work,

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SCHOOL DAYS EN THE 1890'!s 


@ © HEN I ENTERED SCHOOL, September 11, 1695, the buildings and grounds 
@ & were about as described in the Novenber COLONEL, but minus the pea-~ 
@ @'@ cocks and with the addition of varnished floors, indoor toilets, and 
8@ 69 steam heat, 


The east and west red-brick wings were added in 1900, The work began 
in the spring and was finisned when we returned in the fall, For the first 
few days of that term we had quite a time getting where we wanted to Zoe 


The added space afforded by this new east wing (girls! side) was uti- 
jized in this manner: The first of the four rooms on the ground floor was 
a dressing room containing a bench and lockers for all toilet articles, 
Next came a bathroom with four porcelain tubs and two benches; then the bath 
for the domestic staff; adjoining this was the girls! lavatory, Perhaps I 
should mention that in the room that Miss Vernette used at the foot of the 
stairs leading back to your rooms were crowded the big girls! lockers, built- 
in clothes hamper and six lavatories, and back of a partition were three 
toilets at one end of the narrow space and the other had three iron bathtubs, 
aiso for the big girls, The first three rooms on the second floor each con- 
tained a piano and two chairs, We girls welcomed these practice rooms, for 
we had been practicing in the study hall, The piano from the study hall, 
the one from the reception room, and the one from the teachers! library now 
graced the new rooms, The fourth room was a bath for day teachers, The 
third floor was given over to the little girls and their Nantel except 
for one bath reserved for resident teachers, 


The first patient to occupy the hospital which filled the fourth-floor 
section of the new wing, except for a bath reserved for the big girls who 
had dormitories on the fourtn floor of the old part of the building, was 
Belle Bragrance, She was sixteen; shortly after school started she contracted 
pneumonia, and she died, 


Before the new wing provided this commodious hospital ward with adjoine 
ing bath and nurse's room, the sick either stayed in their rooms or were 
taken to the governess! room, or to a city hospital if the illness was seri- 
ous, During my school days, Hattie Gish, a grown girl, died one spring at 
St. Joseph's Infirmary, One little boy died at school, and another at the 
hospital from an appendicitis operation, These occurrences show the great 
improvement in health our school enjoys today. 


We used New York Point, but some line letter was still taught to the 
smaller children, I learned to read by placing words which were written on 
thin small boards (now called flash cards, I believe) in a frame to make 
sentences, My first sentence was, "Sue, how old are you?" I was allowed 
to take a second reader home with me during my first vacation, 
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In handwork we children learned to do interesting and pretty things 
with paper, We folded, pasted, and pinned heavy paper to form furniture, 
With strips of shiny paper we made book markers and wee small mats, 


The school day always began with the arithmetic classes, Mr, Huntoon 
taught one of them. Pencil-writing was one of the early classes in the 
morning, Our other studies were wnatever Mr. Auittoon decided when he moved 
us from one room to another at the beginning of the year. 


The first typewriters were bought in 1901 -~ four big, desk-model 
Smith Premiers. These machines had six rows of keys with twelve each, and 
two keys were at each end of the thumb spacer. I was one of the four to 
begin and to continue in the typing class for three years, I don't think 
we ever made much of a record, I typed 58 words per minute on one test, 
I think the best record was made later by Elwood Short who typed 6). 


Our academic course consisted of composition and rhetoric, word build- 
ing, higher lessons in English, physical geography. Oh, yes, we had to take 
geography after we had finished the regular course, and when we finished 
with Asia, I knew that ccntinent as well as I did the United States, In 
English literature, when we came to the Shakespearian era, we studied all the 
plays that were available in Point -- ten. History was always present, and 
we studied as many as twelve textbooks -- three of the United States, three 
of England, general history {both civil and political), Egypt, Rome, France, 
Greece, and last the history of the translation of the Bible, Im this, ail 
the class made perfect grades except two, and their grades were 90. We 
studied algebra for two years without finishing it, 


Music always held a priority Since that was the only subject, it was 
felt, that we were capable of using as a livelihood -- teaching and tuning. 


I left school in 1906. Mr. Huntoon's parting admonition to me was 
not to make a nuisance of myself and to help my mother the best I could. 
I taught piano music until I married, but, if have to adit, with no great 
success,

ea2e3 IGHTY YEARS after the erection of the "big building" on our campus, 

g two cotteges were added to house the small boys and girls, In 1952 

&33 j$ two more cotteges were constructed for the older boys and girls, Not 

& until after there were four cottegces to be designated did each receive 

S353 a neme, Three were honored witn the nemes of the first three superin- 
tendents, two of whom have been discussed in past issues, 


The "little boys! cottege," built in 1935, was called Patten, in memory 
of our first superintendent, He had charge of the school from its beginning 
in 182 until his resignation in 1871, We regret that efter searching the 
school records, the public library, and a historical society, we cannot find 
any personal information about Mr, Bryce M, Patten, Because this search has 
revealed Mr, Patten's work as such a brilliant and inspiring accomplisiment, 
we are even more interested in the man himself, and shall try to discover 
something ebout what he did before and after he served us so long and so 
magnificently, 


In 182 Bryce M, Patten, A. M,, a man of rare energy, scholarship and 
ability, principal of Collegiate Institute on Fourth Street between Walnut 
and Green (now Liberty) Streets, was made secretary of the Board jof Visitors 
of the Kentucky Institution for the Education of the Blind, It opened on 
May 9, with five pupils, all residents of louisville, His brother Otis, 
blind from infancy, and a graduate of the Massachusetts School for the Blind 
(now Perkins School for the Blind), assisted him, Joseph B, Smith, another 
graduate of Perkins, and also of Harvard College, took charge of the music 
deprimcnt, 


The tiny school opened in a rented house on Sixth Street between Walnut 
and Green, Mr, Patten, at the request of the other board members, undertook 
the superintendency of the institution, which duties he continued to perform 
without salary and at considerable sacrifice of his own business for neerly 
two years, At further solicitations of the board, he relinquished the charge 
of the Literary Institute which had yielded him about $2,000 annually, end 
devoted his entire time to the Institution for the Blind at a sacrifice o 
nearly $1,000 a year, 


In January, 1843, the school moved to the "Prather House," This was 
another rented building on Green Street between Third and Fourth Streets, Be- 
cause more permanence was needed for the growing school, a lot was purchased 
on the south side of Broadway between First and Second Streets in July, 183, 
On this lot, 10 feet front and 00 fect deep, rose a three-story structure 
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which the pvpils occupied in 1845, Things went well for the growing school 
until September, 1851, when fire destroyed the building and much of its val- 
uable equipment, Mr, Patten was not daunted, School must go on, and again 
the pupils moved into rented quarters leascd to them by the University of 
lovisville, 


After the fire, the board and Mr, Patten began to seek another location 
where more land would be available before rebuilding the school, They pur- 
chased ten acres from Mr, F, G, Edwards on the Frankfort Road, Besides teach- 
ing three or four classes each day, Mr, Patten worked with Mr, Francis 
Costigan, the architect, in planning the new building, and watched over the 
procurement of materials and the fulfillment of each contract until the 
structure was completed, Because the University necded their space, the 
pupils were moved to their new home on October 8, 1855, when only the first 
and second floors were nearly enough finished to allow occupation, 


But their moving days were not yet over, Shortly after the Battle of 
Perryville, October, 1862, the local army medical director ordered the build- 
ing vacated within twenty-four hours so thet it could be used as a military 
hospital, Only an appeal to the Secretary of War restored the property to 
its rightful occupants, and the children returned in March, 1863, 


In spite of all these vicissitudcs, Mr.Fatten nourished the growth of 
the school in numbers and in accomplishments, Also, the building and its 
grounds grew in beauty and usefulness, It took more than two years after 
the children came to complete the building as we know it today, and during 
that time the campus was being planted with 115 trees, some of the evergreens 
being transferred from the near-by forests after they had reached a height of 
twenty fect, In the planting of fruit trees in the back, beauty of appear- 
ance was as carcfully considered as the fruit they would yicld for the table, 
A vegetable garden and grepe arbors also assisted in the economy he practiced 
in maintaining the establishment, He was proud of his frugality, Why should 
he not be? The ten acres of land were purchased for $5,500, and the building 
and landscaping all cost the state less than (50,000, 


In 1858, in a two-room office, using movable type and a hand-powered 
press, he began the work of printing which grew into the American Printing 
House for the Blind, When he resigned in 1871, he 1cft a book list of almost 
two pages, 


Following are a portion of his philosophy of cducation of the blind and 
a copy of the schedule of the school day takcn from the annual report of 
Jenuary 9, 185; 


"The object of education is not the cultivation of intellect alone -- 
it has to do with the moral powers, To cultivate the former is to place in 
the hands of the pupils a powerful instrument for good or evil; to cultivate 
the latter is to enable them to use that instrument aright, Desirable as it 
is that the blind should possess cultivated intellectual powers, it is vastly 
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more important that they should become useful and happy members of socicty, 
The moral training of the punil requires the most arduous and constant effort 
on the part of the officers of the institution," 


The school year opened the first Monday in September and closed the 
third Friday in June, 


At 5-1/2 o'clock, A,M., they rise and prepare for school, 
From 6 to 6- 3/hy Reading the embossed books, 
6-3/4 to 7-3/h Breekfast and recreation, 


7-3/h to 8 Devotional cxercises, 
8 to 9 History, news of the day, and lectures on 
various subjects, 
9 to 10 Geography, Latin, end writing, 
10 to 11 Yocal music. 
11 to 12 English language, 
ae to 1 Arithmetic, algebra, and geometry, 
a} to 2-1/2 Dinner and recreation, 
2-1/2. to.5 Handicraft and music, 
to 7 Recreation and supper, 
7 to 8 Reading and music, 
8 Younger pupils retire to rest. 
8 to 9-1/2 Older pupils read or prepare lessons for the 


ensuing day, 
9.1/2 Older pupils retire, 
(At the end of every hour in the forenoon 
there is a short recess.)

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838 STUDENT AT THE KENTUCKY SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND from 1903 to 1911, I 

$ $$ heave many memories of my student days, Most of these memories are 

$3333 pleasant; but there are a few which are extremely unpleasant, most 

8 & of the latter being of the long end tiresome hours I spent stending 

S$ & outside the door to Mr, Huntoon!'s office as punishment for violating 
the rules and regulations a eeben eee by that old gentleman, known to 

us boys as "the old boss," 


The times I stood guard duty outside that door are numerous indeed, 
If so much as one prank occurred 4t K.5.B. while I was a student there, in 
which I was not a participant, it was because I did not know about it. How- 
ever, there was one prank which caused considerable excitement and confusion 
in which I did not have-a hand, Because of my reputation, I was the first 
boy called up by "the old boss" for questioning. For once in my life, I con- 
vinced him I was not guilty; but even thet did not stop me from standing 
guard duty, Said "the old boss" in sentencing me, "Much to my surprise, this 
is one time when you ere innocent, but go on out there and take your punish- 
ment along with those other boys, because I know you have broken lots of 
rules for which you should have been punished, but weren't," 


Among my most pleasant memories are the hours at night when Mr, Huntoon 
read aloud to us, Heering him read will always rank among my most delightful 
experiences, I have heard many highly-peid professional readers, but when it 
comes to reading aloud, none of them could qualify to walk on the seme side 
of the street with "the old boss," Those who never heard him read really 
missed something, 


I supvose the most progressive innovation which occurred while I was 
in school was the introduction of an extensive athletic progrem, organized 
and directed for many years by the late John D, Gregory, in whose memory the 
new gymnasium is nemed, Our football teams and indoor and outdoor track-and- 
field tcems competed with tcems made uo entirely of boys with sight, It is 
with much joy and pride I can report we won more than our share of the 
victories, 


Since the school was not graded when I wes there, newly-arriving boys 
were assigned to classes on the basis of the length of. their pants, A new 
errival with long pents was automatically assigned to rather advanced classes, 
even though he might have on his shoulders nothing more intelligent than a 
block of Kentucky hickory, On the other hand, a boy arriving with short 
pants would be ordercd to much lower classes, even though he might be des- 
tined to become another Newton, I never knew how it was decided to which 
classes newly-arrived girls would be assigned, but I am pretty certain those 
decisions were not made on the basis of the length of their pants! 
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So far as my studies are concerned, I took just about the same courses 
as did my schoolmates, In the classrooms I was never a shining light, How- 
ever, I always managed to get by and still have plenty of time for fun, The 
course I enjoyed the most was physics, taught by Mr. Huntoon, The course 
got under way with four boys and about eight girls; however, I regret to say 
the girls' sojourn with us was of short duration, One efternoon when not a 
Single member of the fcominine section was able to explain the principle of 
the lever, the teacher became so exasperated he rose up in righteous indigna- 
tion and declared in no uncertain terms, "Each and all of you girls get out 
of this room in a hurry, I don't care where you go or what you do, so long 
as you don't come back to this cless," Out they went and not one of the fair 
ones did come back, That left only us four boys in that class, including — 
Gordon Perkins, the late Rev, Joseph O'Neil, Carl lohmeyer, and peed 
enjoyed that class immensely and studied hard, As a result, Mr, Huntoon was 
rather proud of us and put us on exhibition at every opportunity, 


The biggest day of the whole yeer when I was in school was Mr, Huntoon's 
birthday, -In honor of that occasion, we were given a whole holiday, and to 
make the dey perfect we were served ice cream and strawberries at night, Be- 
lieve it or not, there were second helpings and even thirds, 


Among the teachers who tried, though not always successfully, to pound 
knowledge into the heads of their students while I was ‘in school, were Miss 
Lucy Scoggan and her sisters, Miss Lydia and Miss Vernette; Miss Merwin, 
Miss Spurrier, Miss Allan, Miss Hanlan; Charles Frederick, who taught music; 
Clifford B, Martin, teacher of piano tuning; and Mr, Gregory, 


Some of my schoolmates were Judge Oscar E, Gortney of Harrodsburg, 
Williem Routh, Raleigh Stringer, Griffo Collins, Jim Ison, Elwood Short and 
his brother Adrian, Baxter Coovert, Carl Graham, Harry Cook, Mervin Rideout,

year a day is set aside as Thanksgiving Day in the United States 
@ and Canada, On this day people give thanks with feasting and prayers 
d for blessings received during the year, 


Nearly half of the members of the colony were killed during the first dread- 
ful winter in Massachusetts, But in the summer of 1621 new hope grew, The 
corn harvest brought rejoicing, ‘Governor William Bradford set December 13, 
1621, as a day of feasting and prayer so that the colonists could show their 
gratitude for having survived the horrible winter, 


Many days were spent in preparing the food, /The Indians brought wild turkeys 
and venison, Three days were spent in feasting and praying. On November 26, 
1789, President George Washington issued a proclamation for a day of thanks, 

and in the same year the Protestant Episcopal Church announced that the first 
Thursday in November would be a regular day for giving thanks unless another 

day would be selected by the civil authorities, 


For many years there was no regular national Thanksgiving Day in the United 
States,. However, in 1830, New York set an official state Thanksgiving Day, 
and other northern states soon followed. In 1885 Virginia became the first 
southern state to proclaim a state Thanksgiving Day. 


Mrs, Sarah Hale worked for many years to promote a national Thanksgiving Day. 
She sent out pleas through a journal which she published, and through let- 
ters to various presidents, In 1863 President Lincoln issued a proclamation 
setting aside the last Thursday in November as a day of thanksgiving and 
praise, He issued a similar proclamation in 186), 


Each year after that, for seventy-five years, the President of the United 
States formally proclaimed that Thanksgiving Day should be celebrated on the 
Jast Thursday of November, In 1939 President Franklin D, Roosevelt pro-~ 
claimed Thanksgiving to be celebrated one week carlier. This was to help 
business by making the shopping period between Thanksgiving and Christmas 
longer, The governors of some states refused to do this in their states, In 
191 Congress ruled that Thanksgiving Day would be observed on the fourth 
Thursday of November and that it would be a legal holiday. 


Canada celebrates Thanksgiving much the same as we do except that the day 
varies, Generaily, it is celebrated on the last Monday of October, In some 
years harvest is earlicr and an earlier day may be set aside, In Canada it is 
not a legal holiday but depends each year on the government proclamation,

In January, 1958, they appropriated $14,000 to equip a laboratory and to em- 
ploy a staff for one year at the University of Louisville Medical School, 


"Naturally, money is important for such an undertaking," says a representative 
of the Lions Club, "but it can do nothing without eyes donated by persons who, 
when they die, ee their eyes to help someone else to see better," 


The eyes donated to the eye bank serve three purposes -- cornea transplants, 
vitreous transplants, and research, There are a number of different causes 
of blindness, Occasionally, if only the cornea (the window of the eye) is 
damaged, it may be replaced with the cornea of another personj Usually the 
cornea from a person who has just died is used, 


Billy Dooley is the first case from this school to have a cornea transplant, 
He recently underwent this operation at General Hospital. At the present time 
it appears that Billy is going to see better than he did previously, but it 
is too early to tell just how much sight he will have, 


The percentage of sight gained depends upon the individual; Only about five 
percent are restored to 20-20 vision, but whatever the amount, it is most 
worthwhile, 


We thank and congratulate the Louisville Lions Club, and we wish that Billy 
may approach the success of the fortunate five percent,

sure the “biscuit" is flattened between two "masters" and the record is almost 
finished and ready for reading, The only thing left to do is to smooth the 
edge of the record, Between the time of Mr, Clark's reading to the tape and 
the smoothing of the edge of the record, much other work has been done; for 
instance, proofreading a test pressing after the masters have been made,

Then, at the beginning of the fourth grade, it was decided that I was to bee 
come a home~bound student, When I began the fourth grade it was a new expee- 
rience for me and my family, All my lessons were done during the morning, 
The teacher would come for a period of abcut one to one and a haif hours, 
Since I was the only one in the class I was able to cover a full day's work 
in that time. At first it was a little hard to get used to, but I soon be-~ 


came adjusted to this strange way of learning. 


As I advanced into the higher grades I found it easier to learn, However, I 
regretted having to rely upon my mother for my reading, I realized that as 
I progressed into high school it would become more difficult for me and my 
family. My teacher was very kind and gave me all the help possible, 


At the end of the seventh year we discussed the possibility of my enrolling 
in a public high school, The next year began and still my living room was 
my classroom, Everything went well, but it was becoming harder.

e © this school will remember her. Miss Allan was born 
CEECCEC ECLLUECECECLEEE in this city, February 16, 1856, She graduated from 

Louisville Normal School in June, 1906, and in the © 
following September she joined the faculty here, She taught the beginners, 
and Mr, Richie, a new boy, was one of the members of her first class, From 
1912 to 1930 her schedule consisted of academic courses for the lower inter- 
mediate group in the mornings, and basketry, pottery and the girls!’ gym class~ 
es in the afternoon, In 192h, however, she relinquished the gym classes but 
retained the remainder of her courses, When the school was graded in 1930, 
she became fifth-grade teacher, and with the exception of one year (1919, when 
she taught the fourth grade) she kept her fifth grade until her death October], 
1951, For several summers during the 1930's she did field work, locating and 
enrolling new pupils and teaching adults to read and to adjust better to their 
handicaps, For the last fifteen years she had a room|on campus, and thus was 
able to devote even more hours to the welfare of the school, She took the 
course in testing and measurements at the University of Louisville, and by 
giving I. 9. tests added valuable data to the children's records, During sum- 
mer vacations she catalogued the ink-print and talking book records for the 
library. 


Last November we began to tell our present student body a little about the 


people whose names adorn the cottages in which they live, Although five build- 
ings which carry names of ovr outstanding workers of the past do not begin to 
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cover the roster of those who devoted their lives to our betterment, it is 
fitting that this generation of pupils should be introduced to the people 
whose pictures they see every day and whose names they repeat even more often, 
It is also pleasant for others of us to remember the great of our school his- 
tory. The three of whom we have already written were superintendents, They 
played a very definite part in the educational progress of this school, and 
they were also administrators which widened their influence both here and out- 
side, A teacher's sphere of operation is more narrow, but her influence on 
the individual pupil is more direct, Her benefit to each one of her pupils 
can be real and lasting and superior, 


Because we all knew Miss Allan, how can we better prove that she deserves the 
honor of having her name on the residence of the little girls than to date 
sit and reminesce about her? 


If we could add up the hours, I wonder how many days and even months they 
would make that she spent in creating costumes and scenery for the plays and 
festivals over the years; Remember the Shakespeare plays that were acted by 
the English classes? She made in full, or in part, many of the costumes, 
Recall the beautiful May Day festivals when we girls marched, danced, and 
twined the ribbons around the May-pole? She practically rivaled Nature in 
the profusion of flowers she made to decorate the May-pole, to bank the throne 
for the Queen of May, and to wreathe the heads of the dancers and the Queen's 
attendants, Remember the minstrels and the three-act plays? She not only 
made costumes, but coached many of them, What would Christmas holidays have 
been without her artistic hands to help decorate the Lecture Room! 


Not only did she invest her time freely in promoting the entertainment efforts 
of the pupils, but she spent hours of time to serve the needs or whims of 
those who sought her assistance, Many afternoons and Saturdays she made shop- 
ping tours, sometimes taking our lists and shopping alone, but often taking us 
to town to buy clothes or presents for ovr friends, If we needed a new hat 
and did not have the money to buy it, she would create one for us, or refur- 
bish an old one until it appeared new, 


Yes, she taught many of us to read, write, and figure, make baskets, ash trays 
and vases, but when you ask any one of the hundreds who came under her influ- 
ence, "What do you remember about Miss Allan?" he or she will tell of the 
extra things, not those for which she was paid her salary. 

"I remember her soft, gentle hands, her pretty voice and her merry laughter," 


"'T remember when she read my lessons while I was going to public high school," 


"T remember when she came to my mountain home and took my application for en- 
rollment here," 


"T remember when she entertained us in her home on Field Avenue and at picnics 
in the park and with perties in her classroom and elsewhere," 


"JT remember when she comforted me while I was homesick," 
"ZT remember the watch parties she held on New Year's Eve and the contests she 


held to make us more eager to excel in our knowledge of the multiplication 
tables and the 120 counties of Kentucky," 
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In the awarding of medals to public servants, from the Congressional Medal on 
down, the citation always reads: "For service rendered over and above the 
call of duty." Miss Allan's service to the pupils of this school merits such 
a citation, and we, the beneficiaries of her thoughtfulness, generosity, and 
kindness, offer her the brightest medal that our memories can strike, For 
forty-five years she was faithful and tireless in her devotion to all of us, 
May the girls who live in Allan Cottage continue to think of her with 
gratitude,

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JOSEPH SMITH, © the first teacher of music at the Kentucky School for the 
: Blind, joined the staff in 18h, two years after the school 
¢ was founded by the Kentucky legislature with an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 in 182,

Smith came to Louisville as a youth of twenty-one, after a remarkeble career 
as a student at the Perkins School for the Blind in Boston, He was a popue 
lar figure in Louisville from the moment he came here until his premature 
death at the age of thirty-six, Yet his career as church organist and oute 
standing teacher of music at the Kentucky School for the Blind lay in obscurity 
until Melville 0, Briney resurrected his life story in the columns of The 
Louisville Times last summer, To Mrs, Briney THE KENTUCKY COLONEL owes the 
facts in this brief tribute to one of Kentucky's first outstanding educators 

of the blind, 


Joseph Smith was totally blind almost from birth, At the age of nine he be- 
came a student at Perkins Institute, still under the regime of the remarkable 
Dr. Samuel G, Howe. Howe recognized early the boy's outstanding capabilities, 
and while he was given a standard classic education, his love of music and 
great gifts as a student emerged early at Perkins, 


Smith was the first sightless graduate of Harvard University, and was given 

a prize for outstanding scholarship while a student there, At twenty-one, he 
got his A.B. and came to Lovisville, He had visited Kentucky a few years 
earlier when Howe brought several students to appear before the Kentucky legis- 
lature. Howe was here to demonstrate the practicality of educating blind young 
people, and Smith's proficiency in Latin was one of the things that moved the 
legislature to set up ovr school, 


Soon after his Louisville arrival, Smith was commended for the increase of 
interest in music shown by pupils at the school, In 1848, in an exhibition 
held at the school for members of the Kentucky legislature (impressing poli- 
ticians who control purse-strings is an ancient custom), Smith and his young 
musicians won special praise in the politicians’ report, 
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"The most interesting and touching of all the scenes was that presented in 
the tlarge hall' by Mr. Smith and his pupils, This gentleman... is a man 
of fine intelligence . .. a regular graduate of one of the Eastern institu-~ 
tions , . . aifable and courteous in deportment and is Brmost without a peer 
as a musician in his line," 


The report continues: "Within this hall, the whole number (thirty-eight) of 
inmates belonging to the dnetitution were gathered together in immediate prox- 
imity to the magnificent organ... where Mr, Smith presided in person, Then 
ensued a concert of music -=- vocal and instrumental -- which we can ne'er 
forget, Its influence was overpowering." 


The large hall referred to:in this report does not describe a part of cur 
present building, by the way, but to a former home of the school on Broadway 
between First and Second Streets, Now almost in the heart of downtown Louis- 
ville, the location at that time was referred to as being "on the outskirts 
of the city and almost in a forest." 


Students under Smith were tesesected in all instruments and chorus, He organ- 
ized the school's first band, He and his pupils were familiar musicians and 
made many appearances, You must remember that in those days education of the 
blind was not taken for granted, Not only did Smith give concerts for pure 
entertainment, but also to convince Kentucky citizens that educating the blind 
was a possible and profitable business, 


In addition to his duties at the school, Smith was organist at Louisville's 
Unitarian Church, When he died, the pastor of the church delivered a lengthy 
and flowery discourse on his life. His evlogy mentioned "his quick, elastic 
step, full of buoyancy and hope .. . his quick ready wit, his happy repartee 
« « « his earnest, cheerful-performance of the work given him to do," 


Our school reported its loss, too, “He was a very remarkable - a very wonder- 
ful - man... To his lofty aims, he was ever true .. . His spirit will live 
to cheer and inspirit the blind." 


Joseph Smith was a pioneer in the education of the blind, long before braille 
and all of today's many materials and aids came along to ease the tasks of 
‘both pupil and teacher, he toiled tirelessly to help blind students of his 
time become respected and worthy members of their society. THE KENTUCKY 
COLONEL is proud to pay tribute to his memory. 

In Cave Hill Cemetery, on a lot belonging to our school, a modest headstone 
marks the grave ses tae Smith, On it is carved a hand whose index finger 
points upward, andjan inscription reads: "There shall be no night there,

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Mr, Short was born in this city October l, 1888, He attended this school for 
ten years ~- 1898-1908, Here he received the training in piano repair and 
tuning that enabled him to live a useful, prosperous and happy life, In 1930, 
he joined this faculty as teacher of piano tuning and remained with us for six 
years when the tuning department was closed until 196. After he returned to 
his private work, he built an imposing list of customers including churohes, 
schools, recreation centers, and many satisfied owners of a single piano, 


He not only knew his own teehee thoroughly, but he had many other interests, 
science and mathematics holding first place, At the public libraries he pur- 
sued these subjects avidly until his sight failed totally, Since they have 
been available, talking books and vere recordings have continued to further 
his scientific interests, 


He had a friendly, happy outlook on life, He enjoyed entertaining friends at 
home, playing cards with them if they wished, but delighting most to argue 
with them on any subject, The side of the argument he took was a minor con- 
Sideration; the stimulation he derived from a contest of wits was the end 
product he sought, 


We offer our deepest sympathy to Mrs. Short, formerly Miss Rufena Richie, 
sister to Mr. 5, J, Richie, our present teacher of piano tuning.

ess she is, Because the workers complimented our dining room and 
housemother so highly, I began to think of many other reasons why we all ap- 
preciate Miss Wilson so mich, She was not acting differently on that occasion; 
she is always the same. Some of our parents may errive unexpectedly, but she 
never fails to offer them a cup of coffee or anything else that might add to 
their comfort and feeling of welcome, 


Here is a typical day in Merwin: Miss Wilson wakes us at about twenty minutes 
before seven, We dress and do as much as we can to put our rooms and bath- 
rooms in order before breakfast at seven-thirty,. After breakfast she remains 
in the dining room to be sure that the three girls who are clearing tables and 
setting them for the next meal will finish in time to prepare for classes, 

She makes sure by helping them if they are slow, Before we. leave the house, 
she sees that our grooming is the very best that we can achieve, In the study 
hour at night she is ready to assist anyone who has difficulty, 


It is necessary to read, write, and count, but I believe that it is just as 
necessary to acquire good housekeeping habits and correct social behavior, 
Miss Wilson teaches us something about housekeeping by training us to care for 
our own cottage, As tangible recognition for good effort she has a present 

for the room which is kept the cleanest and the most attractive, There is also 
a personal award for the girl who stands highest in the neatness of herself 
and her belongings, 


Miss Wilson is equally interested in our growth in social conduct and in aca- 


Gemic accomplishments, At the end of each marking period there is an award 
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for the girl with the highest average on her report card; and any day that 

a girl brings her a paper with a 97 or better on it, there is a treat. Once 
a month we have a meeting of the whole house to discuss problems and to learn 
the fine points of good manners in many situations. An individual may be 
advised, or disciplined, any moment that the need arises, Each Saturday 
night we have a social hour to which we may invite the boys if we choose, 
Miss Wilson provides refreshments for these occasions, 


There are many times when Miss Wilson, on her day off from duties, stays home 
to take care of sick girls, This is not necessary, but she is so considerate 
of others that she is always anxious to help, This year was an especially 
difficult one in this respect, for there has been much sickness, Miss Wilson 
is one of the kindest persons I have ever met, and certainly is one of the 
sweetest, 


If any girl leaves Merwin Hall without knowing most of the niceties taught 
in "finishing school," it is because she closed her ears and mind to the op- 
portunities offered her, Many times we fail to notice the "little things" 
in our daily lives, but nothing is too little for Miss Wilson to notice if 
it will benefit us in any way. However big anything is, it is made up of 
little things, I offer to Miss Wilson, and I am certain every girl in Merwin 
Hall joins me, sincere appreciation for all the things, little and big, that 
she does for us every day.

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In previous issues, THE COLONEL has published sketches of the people 
whose nam¢s appear on some of the buildings of our campus: "Patten" Cottage, 
our first superintendent; "Huntoon" House, our second superintendent; "Merwin" 
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Hall, our third superintendent; "Alian" Cottage, a teacher, In this issue 
is the final sketch of the series -- "Gregory" gymnasium, a teacher, 


Because the school song was written in 190, in conjunction with the 
athletics program which Mr, Gregory introduced, we are repeating it here to= 
gether with the revisions which it has undergone, 


Mr, Morgan Vance, grandson to Mr, Huntoon, wrote the lyrics, and Mr, C. B. 
Martin, a teacher, the music, At that time the name of the school was Ken- 
tucky Institution for the Education of the Blind, In 1917 the name of the 
school was changed to Kentucky School for the Blind, This rendition was pub-e 
lished in the first issue of THE COLONEL, June, 196, Some people objected 

_ to such phrases in the song as “vainly struggle onward," and “in the gloom of 
the night," so a committee made a third revision which was printed in THE 
COLONEL, November, 19,6, 


Following are the original lines of the song which were changed in 1917, 
then the lines that we sang until 1946; then there is a complete copy of the 
words of the song as we sing it at K.S.B. today:

o year of 1901, In September of that year he came to the 
Kentucky Institution for the Education of the Blind 
(the name of our school at that time) as our new shop teacher, 


g JOHN DALLAS GREGORY @ "eect trer Py, from DuPont Manual Training High School, 


At this time, when Mr, Gregory started teaching, only chair caning and broom» 
making were being taught. Realizing the need of experience in the handling of 
the different kinds of tools, he succeeded in getting the necessary equipment 
after talking it over with Mr. Huntoon, the superintendent of the school, In- 
nediately, Mr. Gregory made different kinds of racks for various sized tools, 
Each size was marked in point above each tool -- this being done with round- 
headed tacks -- enabling the blind boys to locate the tool desired, He marked 
the rules and yardsticks with saw marks or tacks, From the very start, his 
interest in his work and his capability of teaching the blind were apparent, 
Totally blind boys soon learned to use the hammer, saw, chisel, plane and other 
tools, and also to drive nails straight, something they had never had th 
opportunity to do before, 


A great deal of interest was taken in the Manual Training Department, and in a 
few years each boy was allowed to make two large pieces of furniture each 
school term, Some of the articles made were work benches, tool chests, lamps, 
grandfather clocks, desks, fancy tables and chairs which were cut out with a 
key-hole saw as they had no electrical equipment, If there was something 
special the boys wanted to make, they were privileged to do so, and each boy 
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was allowed to take home the pieces he finished, All the work done in the 
Manual Training Department was on display in the Club House at the end of 
each year when the annual concert was held, The girls! handiwork was on dis- 
play in the main building. This gave the visitors an opportunity to see just 
what the blind children were capable of doing with their hands, 


An outstanding display of this work was shown at the Southern Electrical Ex- 
position, held at the Jefferson County Armory in 1910. Mr, Gregory secured 
two booths at this exposition, and he made all the arrangements and decora- 
tions for this wonderful display, This included all the work done at the 
school -- typewriting, point books, maps, sewing and all handwork, These two 
booths created much interest and attracted more people than any other exhibit 
in the Armory, During the time of the exposition there were many articles 
and pictures in thé newspapers about the wonderful work being done at this 
time at the school, 


A short time after Mr, Gregory started his work at the school, he taught the 
boys how to make hammocks and mops, On Saturday mornings some of the boys 
earned money by making mops which Mr, Gregory sold to the department stores 
in the city, They were paid so much per mop, The hammocks made were also 
sold, 


Mr, Gregory realized the boys needed physical training as well as manual dex- 
terity. His first thought was to organize a football team, and, although 
many believed it was impossible for the blind to participate in this game, he 
had the boys practice against each other to learn if it could be worked out, 
In 1903 we had our first football team, and our first game was played against 
the Third Streeters, a team of all sighted boys from different schools, The 
game ended in a 10-10 tie, with Charlie Rognen, our captain, as the star -- 
truly quite a successful event, 


Each year more interest was taken and our teams rapidly improved, We played 
teams from high schools in the surrounding area, and won a majority of the 
games, The secret of our success was the strength of our line, which was 
composed of totally blind boys, They really were the stars of the game, 
Opposing teams soon found out that they could not penetrate through our stone- 
wall line, Sometimes I would have a blind line-man exchange places with a 
half-back, and he would carry the ball with two men shoving him through the 
line, Yardage was always gained when I called this play, By our daily prace- 
tice, and expert coaching by Mr, Gregory, our team proved to be the wonder 
team of the country. We played according to the regular rules, the only dif- 
ference being that we asked the opposing quarter-back to say "pass" when the 
ball was snapped back from the center, This enabled the blind line-man to 
know when the ball was put in play. 


Many letters were received from all parts of the country asking for informa- 
tion about "the wonderful football team" of the Kentucky Institution for the 
Blind, Mr, Gregory received letters and telegrams from New York, Chicago, 
Bowling Green, and other cities asking him to bring his team to play exhibi- 
tion games, but Mr, Huntoon did not approve of this, Football days were happy, 
healthy days for all who participated, This fact was proved in 1906 when so 
many boys wanted to play football, Mr. Gregory then decided to form a team 
for the youngsters who were too light to play on the big team, Not having 
enough with partial sight, some of us had to play on both teams, This entailed 
more work for our coach, but he enjoyed every bit of it. 
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In 1903 Mr, Gregory organized two baseball teams, one knewn as "The Reds" and 
the other "The Blues," Of course, we could not play sighted teams as we had 

to have special rules to play by. However, the boys enjoyed it and) looked for- 
ward to the games every week-end, Basketball was also tried, with bells on the 
ball and the baskets at each end of the court; but this did not prove successful, 


Next, Mr. Gregory decided to give athletics a try, This was very successful, 
We competed in many athletic meets on our campus, at the Y.M.C.A., and in the 
Armory, We held the largest track-and-field meets in this section, one year 
having 218 entries from twelve different schools, The very best athletes from 
the sighted schools in this section of the country participated in our annual 
meets, and the officials for these contests were selected from the finest in 
our city, Great interest was taken by the public, and when the crowds became 
large Mr, Gregory decided in 1910 to erect some temporary stands which he bor- 
rowed from Manual Stadium, 


It was Mr, Gregory's idea to form a National Athletic Association of schools 
for the blind, The officers elected at the first meeting were F, Pixley, 
Columbus, Ohio, President; John D, Gregory, Louisville, Kentucky, Secretary; 
and C, E, Von DeWalker, Overbrook, Pennsylvania, Treasurer, Athletic events 
were held on the campus of each school, with the records telegraphed to Mr, 
Gregory, After comparisons were made, Mr, Gregory in turn telegraphed the 
results to the participating schools, Im the year of 1909 our school won the 
championship, and I was proud to be the captain of that team, 


Mr, Huntoon planned to inaugurate an active system of athletics after Mr.Greg- 
ory proved to him the success of athletics for the blind. Mr, Huntoon ap- 
pealed to the state for a gymnasium for this use, but was unable to obtain an 
appropriation for it, A year or so later, during vacation, Elwood Short and 

I went out to the school, We were surprised when we found Mr, Gregory there 
working in the hot sun, building a Club House for the boys, The state did 
furnish the material upon his request, but he did all the work, with the aid 
of a helper, without pay, This was to be a surprise for the boys when they 
returned to school in September, and he asked us to keep it a secret. In 
this Club House he built lockers for the uniforms, show cases for the trophies, 
and a wonderful bowling alley for all the boys, We formed teams which rolled 
games all winter, and at the end of the season|prizes were awarded to the 
winners, These prizes were bought by Mr. Gregory out of his own pocket, Many 
years of pleasure were afforded the boys in the Club House, 


Mr, Gregory kept some sport going the year round, starting with football in 
the fall, indoor athletic meets in the winter, also bowling. One winter he 
had a snowball battle between the white and colored boys, the latter finally 
surrendering to us, There were cross-country runs in the spring, occasional 
hikes, and practice for the big outdoor track-and-field meet. 


Mr, Gregory devoted ten of the best years of his life to the welfare of the 
school and to the happiness of "his boys." Out of his salary he paid for 
prizes, transportation for opposing teams to play on our campus, trips for 
our toys to routbal2 games, and for recreation at the Y.M.C.A. One can read- 
ily understand why he was so well loved by “his boys," 


In 1911 Mr, Gregory married and moved to Bowling Green, Mrs. Gregory's father 
owned a large strawberry farm there, and they shipped berries all over the 
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country, After leaving the school, Mr. Gregory held a position at the Bowling 
Green Post Office, where he stayed until his retirement, I visited him several 
times at his home and met his lovely family. He had three beautiful daughters, 


When we began to hold alumi meetings at the school, he was thrilled with our 
invitation to attend and to become an honorary member, At one of the meetings 
he was a proud man when he was photographed, on the steps of their old Alma 
Mater, with fifteen of "his boys" of former football fame, 


New buildings have been erected on the campus. of the school, The last one 
built was in honor of Mr, Gregory, and is known as the Gregory Gymasium, It 
was dedicated at the alumni meeting in 1955, Although this is a wonderful, 
modern building, "the old-timers" appreciate more than I can express the Club 
House he built back in the "good old days," 


The tragic death by auto accident of Mr. Gregory and his wife in 1956 saddened 
the hearts of all the blind and sighted friends who knew them. Up to his death 
he was deeply interested in the advancement and welfare of all the blind, 


On January 29, 1947, Mr. Thorne Crabbe, who wus captain of the Manual football 
team when they played against us in “pekiiodet ey wrote, in part, to Mr. Gregory 
as follows: 


"I consider as my most apiveue memory in athletics those games I played against 
your Blind School team around 1909-1910. If there was ever a better example of 
courage, of fortitude, and the overcoming of fear and handicap, I have never 
heard of it; and to have had a part in bringing this about must still give you 
@ thrill when you think of it, No story could possibly be complete without 
the fullest co-operation of the man who brought about this unbelievable situa~ 
tion -- of blind and nearly-blind boys playing and beating the best teams of 
high school age, and asking no quarter,"

‘ In my considered judgment, Mr, Gregory was the most dedicated teacher I ever 
knew, He was willing not only to devote time for which he was not paid, but 
to put his own money into the expenses of carrying out his program in his own 
way, By nature he was sympathetic and kindly and most energetic, He |worked 
long hours of overtime coaching athletics, and all that time was given freely 
by him, He was about nineteen when he came to us, but he had a quiet, un- 
assuming manner that distinguished his youth, He was about five years my 
senior, but I was intimately associated with him until his death, and he 
maintained that quiet dignity throughout his life, He was a good friend to 
the blind all his life.

@ April, new officers will be elected, Let me summarize, then, what 
has transpired during the preceding months of the current school year, 


Proper functioning came about somewhat hesitantly, with creaks and groans here 
and there, This is to be expected in a new organization, Eventually, with 
the application of a little oil to the frictional elements, most of the prob- 
lems were worked out. Several projects have been undertaken, and gratifying 
results have been achieved, The turkey raffle at the Christmas party was 
remunerative, The conversion of the laundry room into a recreation hall has 
been completed, These endeavors could not have concluded so successfully 

had it not been for the competent co-operation and unselfish contribution of 
time and labor on the part of our members, 


We have been fortunate, too, in having both educational and enjoyable meet- 
ings, Teachers and other personnel associated with the school have graciously 
prepared programs for our benefit, Volunteer groups have donated and served 
refreshments, I speak for the officers in extending our sincere thanks to all 
those who have made this first term one which, we hope, will be the basis for 
an active and mutually beneficial parent-teacher group, 


Certainly the new officers will find themselves directly concerned with the 
present controversy over the building of a new school or a renovation of the 
old one, "Fire-proofing" the present structure to whatever extent is in- 
tended cannot compare to the safety features inherent in a one-floor-~plan 
building with outside exits from each classroom, . This is what I feel we need 
to insure the maximum safety factor, The choice is between preservation of

is "living?" Is it a fast car on a superhighway? Is it a house 

) with fine carpets and shiny furniture on a piece of ground sixty by 
} two hundred feet? Is it a constant smell in the air of smoke, gaso- 
line, and chemicals? Is it neighbors so close around that you feel 
you are being heard and seen all the time? Or is it a small plain house in 
the high hills with quiet and beauty all about? 


The mountains of Eastern Kentucky are a hard but pretty place to live, Be- 
cause it is hard, most of the people leave and go to towns, If I visit Cin- 
cinnati or Austin, Indiana, I see so many peoole I know that it seems to me 
that these towns are populated by those who were once my neighbors in the hills, 


There are no so-called "big-time" farms in the mountains, By "big-time" IT mean 
machinery-operated farms where your hands or your muscles scarcely get hard 
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from working, There are big farms there, but they are so steep that corn is 
the best crop for them, and it is hard work to raise corn on steep hillsides, 
Another way to earn money is to mine coal, That is hard work, too, Perhaps 
two-thirds of the people in my section work in the mines, but they say they 
can't make a living, so they go to the factories, 


You ask someone why he left the mountains and he will tell you, "I have to 
make a living," but I say only lazy people leave the mountains, because they 
can have the materials it takes to live if they work hard enough, and then 
have a good life besides, And that, to me, is living. 


Good living, after all, is plenty of room around me with no crowding, fresh 
clean air to breathe, and pretty things to look at and good things to do every 
season of the year -- so it is never monotonous, In the spring there are 
pretty colors and sweet smells from growing things, and nice sounds from birds 
and animals, Summer is the time you have to work the hardest, but there is 
good eating from the garden and the wild berry patches, How could there be 
more fun than taking the dogs out in the fall to hunt rabbits and coons and 
foxes; than eating wild grapes, persimmons, and papaws? Although the ground 
may sometimes be slick in winter and the mud unpleasant, no entertainment can 
top the gathering of neighbors with their fiddles and guitars by a warm fire, 
Adventures, tall stories, and music -- that's living, 


It is possible for us in the hills to have radio, television, refrigerators 
and washing machines, And how much more we have that is impossible to find 
in towns!

2 House on its hundredth birthday, The Printing House furnishes us 
our mental "bread and butter." Now we wish to add our voices to the 
throng who are saying "Happy twenty-fifth birthday" tothe talking 
book, It, most assuredly, is the "jam" on our "bread and butter," 


Just as great bridges rest on piers that reach down below water and silt to 
bedrock, so modern education rests on the contributions of many minds of all 
past time, 


Fifteen hundred years before Christ, the Egyptians reported that they could 
make vocal sounds issue from a thing without life. A Chinese book two thoue 
sand years old has a story of a curious box into which a prince spoke a message 
to be delivered to a distant friend by a trusted courier, When the friend 
opened the box he heard the words of the prince, 


The first authentic recording of the human voice was accomplished in 1857 by 
Leon Scott, a French scientist, He caused a stylus to trace lines on a cylin- 
der covered with lamp black, but he had no reproducer with which to play back 
the sound, 


Thomas A, Edison's now-famous "Mary Had a Little Lamb" tin-foil-covered cylin- 
der is the first true sound recording, The machinery was cumbersome, and only 
novelty value covld be recognized at first, but the next year, 1878, Edison 
stated several uses to which the invention could be applied, Reading to the 
blind was one of them, 


But many men in two broed fields of invention had to make their contributions 
before the talking book could beccme a reality in the American Foundation for 
the Blind in 193, three years after Edison's death. 


In 1887, Emile Berliner found that he could record the voice on a disc covered 
with lamp black, He allowed the stylus to move from side to side in a spiral 
track going from the outside edge toward the center of the disc, Tainer and 
Bell made other discoveries and improvements. After all these men pooled 
their knowledge in 1905, progress was rapid, 


The second area of knowledge that contributed to recording was radio, Although 
Marconi is credited with the invention of radio, there were many discoveries 
before him which made his work possible, Savary, 1827, found that the steel 
needle could be magnetized. De Forrest, 1906, produced the vacuum tube, 

When the microphone, amplifiers and vacuum tubes could be added to record

For even more centuries books for the blind 
were unheard-of, and even after the beginning of mass education of the blind 
in 178, not everybody had the opportunity to learn to read the few avail- 
able books, Now the talking bock has brought us even with Gutenberg's audi- 
ence, if not a shade beyond it. We do nct even need the skill to read; we 
need only a small machine and the will to listen. Then a world of inspiration, 
information, fun, beauty, and all that the minds of men have preserved in 
books will be told to us through pleasant, well-trained voices.

MORRISON HEADY 
a 
§ IN § the February New Outlook for the Blind, Mr, Nelson Coon, librarian at 
} § Perkins School for the Blind, wrote an article devoted to some of the 


$$50$§ achievements of the deaf-blind, He said in part: 


"Poetic and philosophic writing provides the one true artistic and creative 
outlet for those handicapped by both deafness and blindness, They must find 
their appreciation of form (other than tactual) in the careful design of 
poetry, while their need to express themselves must come from the quiet cere- 
brations of an enforced introspection," 


One of this accomplished group was a pupil of our school in 1846-47, Morrison 


Heady was born in Spencer County, Kentucky, in 1829, He lost his sight at the 
age of 16, and his hearing two years later, His father was a doctor, and his 
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home was intellectually stimulating, He liked the out-of-doors, and his liter- 
ary career began there where he gathered school children about him and told 
them stories of Indians and pioneer days, 


Besides being a poet, whose work was so excellent that John Greenleaf Whittier 
recommended that some of it be included in an anthology of the time (1886), he 
was also an inventor, The invention of the "talking glove" was for his own 
Convenience in communicating with his fellows, The alphabet was arranged on 
the glove in such a way that another person touching the letters could spell 
words, and thus "talk" to him, He devised a folding bed, an automatic gate- 
opener, a pedometer, and a machine for writing braille, The late Dr. Joseph 
Rauch, who was his friend and neighbor during Mr, Heady's later life, said 
that he also invented the roller skate, but he stored it in his attic, and 
therefore another who invented this same device later received the credit and 
reward, 


™r, Heady died in 1915 in Louisville, Kentucky, remembered only by those grown- 
up children who had loved the kindly man and his many storics, ... The 
ripple of the life of Morrison Heady soon died out in the ocean of life,.but 

he left an example of the ability of one deaf-blind man to find personal reward 
through the creation of gems of poetic expression," 


All of us here can draw an inspiration from the example of this remarkable 
man, His resignation to his status in life is beautifully expressed in his 
poetry, Perhaps his mind was spurred to greater heights by his circumstances 
than the minds of most people reach in a lifetime, Let us hope, as Mr, Coon 
suggested, that his work will be re-examined and given a place among our other 
poetic giants, But even so, we at K.5,B, take pride in knowing that he was 
once a part of our student body, we are faced with only half the handicap 
that he surmounted, He not only enriched merls minds with poetry and storics, 
but he contributed to their physical well-being with his inventions, By re- 
membering him, may we not be impelled to set our goals a little higher and 
strive a little harder to attain them?

Mr, Miller now resides and works in Washington, D, C., where he is a procure- 
ment planning attorney for the United States Department of the Navy, 


EDISON WOMMACK Born on February 22, 1921, Edison attended the Kentucky School 

for the Blind until his graduation in 1919, He was a member 
of the school wrestling team for three years, and during that period he won 
two 2nd's and one 3rd plece in the E,A.A.B. tournament, wrestling the 165- 
pound class, 


Mr, Wommack and his wife, Betty, now live in Louisville where he is employed 
as a concession-stand operator, 


ROBERT PAGE In three consecutive years, 1953-h-5, Robert Page was heralded as 

the most valuable wrestler on our team, During this period he 
helped K.S.B, to victory by scoring numerous defeats and placing many times. 
in the various tournaments, 


Page, now 23 years of age, resides in Louisville and is employed at the Fawcett- 
Dearing Printing Company, Page is married and has one daughter, Susan, 


BURT BOYER In 1956 Burt Boyer was awarded top honors as the most valuable 

wrestler, Among his accomplishments that year were a lst place at 
the E.A.A.B, tournament, and a lst at the M.W.A.S.B., now the N.C.A.S.B. Al- 
ways a well-liked student, Burt was an important factor in the strength of the 
wrestling team, 
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After leaving K.S.B., Burt entered Berea College for his junior year, The 
following year he attended the Virginia School for the Deaf and the Blind 
where he completed high school, Burt now attends college in Boone, North 
Carolina, He hopes to become cither a teacher or a wrestling coach, 


EARL HALL Born in Hazard, Kentucky, some sixteen years ago,Earl Hall attended 
~ K,S,.B, through the tenth grade, In 1957 he was voted the most val- 
uable wrestler, His greatest contribution to the team that year was a 2nd 
place in the N,C.A.S.B, Earl is now engaged in a training course at the 
Kentucky Industries for the Blind, 


CHARLES ALLEN In 1958 it was Charles Allen who was awarded the title of "Most 

~ Valuable" of the wrestlers, after having been a decided factor 
in the success of the team during previous years, In '58 Allen won hth place 
in the N.C,A.S.B, Charles lives in Louisville, and is employed as a solicitor 
for Blind Made Products, 


MAC CARNES Finally we arrive at last year's top wrestler, Mac Carnes was 

awarded the top honor for 1959, Last year the team did not attend 
the annual tournament, but Mac aided the team's strength by turning in a rec-

T § was Tuesday morning, May Day, 1923, when Miss Hazel Rosenbarger came 
§ first to K.S.B. Two years before she had graduated from the Louisville 
884885 Conservatory of Music, and she had spent time since teaching public 

school music at Georgetown, Indiana, Miss Ellen Gardiner, our music 

teacher, who lived in New Albany, Indiana, had recommended her neighbor as 
one well-qualified to fili the need of a music transcriber at the American 
Printing House for the Blind, 


You are now asking: If Miss Rosenbarger had come to work at the Printing 
House, why did she arrive at K.S.B.? From its beginning in 1858 until July, 
192k, the Printing House was under the supervision of the superintendent of 
our school, The Printing House had done all of its embossing in New York 
Point until 1918 when braille was introduced, The New York Point music plates 
were made from manuscript pages sent from New York City or elsewhere, Miss 
Merwin decided, in 1922, that the Printing House |should transcribe, as well 

as print, the music it furnished to the schools, She had employed me in Octo- 
ber of that year to assist in that work, Since I had used New York Point 
music in all my piano study, I had to learn braille music notation before I 
could teach it to a sighted reader, The reason that Miss Rosenbarger came to 
school to begin her work in the music department of the Frinting House was 
that the first addition to the original building there was under construction, 
She and I worked together in the nurse's room of the girls! infirmary in the 
brick wing of the main building until our room was completed at the Printing 
House, 


At first she read the music to me and I wrote it on a braille writer, After 
we had proofread our copy, she embossed it on a metal plate for printing, 
Soon she knew braille well enough to interpret the printed page directly onto 
the braille plate, after which I proofread it while she held the ink copy, 


Miss Rosenbarger continued to reside in New Albany and work with me at the 
Printing House until she married Mr, H, L. Judd in 1928, after which she moved 
to Louisville, For a few years she left us, but after the death at birth of 
her only son she returned and not only transcribed and proofread all the music 
published, but she embossed books as well, Until 193, almost every piece of 
music found in the Printing House catalogue was embossed and proofread by her, 
The musicians among us know that that catalogue is not filled with piano music 
alone, but contains violin, vocal, organ, and orchestra, as well as single 
instruments, 


Remember that Mrs, Judd was a teacher first, In 1943 she joined the faculty 
of our school as piano teacher and teecher of group singing for the first six 
grades, At the beginning of this school term she returned with as much enthu- 
Siasm and industry as ever, In the November COLONEL in the "School Diary," 
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you saw an account of the assembly program "The Passing Show, or Pageant": 
but very shortly after this she was forced to resign because of illness, 


Facts alone are not the things that merit the titles "good friend" and "de- 
voted teacher," It is the personality -- kind, out-going, selfless in her 
thoughtfulness of others, She did not regard the working hours marked by the 
Clock, but as much of her time as wes necessary went into training her pupils 
and assisting her friends, Mrs, Judd took every opportunity at school and at 
home to serve us in the world of braille, When Mr, Mootz or Mr, Eads wanted 
music for their classes not found in the catalogue, she transcribed it, When 
Louis Knipp and Imogene Risch wanted music for their work in college, she 
transcribed that, too, Rufena Randles, our first student to obtain a teaching 
position in public schools, received her help also, No holiday came in the 
school year that Mrs, Judd did not provide an assembly pogram with her pupils 
-- always with costumes and props, and showing many hours of preparation and 
rehearsal, 


Animals receive Mrs, Judd's kindness as well as people, She is a dog fancier, 
Sometimes a pupil would hear a scratching noise in the wastepaper basket, The 
curious one would be shown a tiny puppy which was too little to stay home 
alone all day, Puppy had come to school in her handbag and would stay warm 
end well-fed in the waste basket all day and return home again in the handbag, 


Of all the beneficiaries of the kindness of Hazel Rosenberger Judd, whom I 
affectionately call "Hadie," I believe I am the largest recipient, When we 
worked together at the Printing House I enjoyed her good humor and her stimu- 
lating company, When I began to study speech she transcribed the materials I 
needed, All the readings I have used in teaching speech -- monologues, poems, 
and stories -- she put into braille, During my studies at the University of 
ITouisville, and also at Northwestern, she transcribed literally volumes of 
notes and references, Not only did she do the tremendous braille transcrib- 
ing, but she read a great dcal for several courses, She contributed as large 
a share as any othcr one person in helping me achieve the degree from the 

Ra OL. ii, 


These few examples of her zeal, her industry, and her fidelity do not nearly 
Cover all the good decds that have been included in her working life among 
us, We already miss her, and we shall continue to do so, We sincerely hope 
she will soon recover her health and enjoy a long and contented retirement 
emong her friends, and also with her dogs, 


Mrs, Judd, we are all grateful for the years you have spent among us, end I, 
"Hadic "say goodbye to you as a fellow-worker with the deepest scnse of grati- 
tude to a good fricnd and a tirelcss helper,

our shop during Mr, Richie's long illness in 1958,and who now assists 

at the Kentucky Enterprises for the Blind, recommended Mr, Carson Priser 

to us, 


Twice a week I go to the shop to study handcrafts -- basketry and mat-making, 
I asked Mr, Priser to tell me about himself for THE COLONEL, He talked to me 
in his friendly, soft and pleasing voice which has almost a deep southern 
accent, The following account is not an absolute and direct quotation, but in 
nearly his own words here is what he told me: 


I was born in Dayton, Ohio, My parents died when I was four, and I came to 
Kentucky where I lived with my grandmother for a while, I have moved about 
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a great deal, I went to school first in Alabama, but took most of my elemen- 
tary work in Bowling Green, Kentucky, My high school days were spent partly 
at Ahrens Trade School and partly at Ormsby Village, After high school I was

} or to the sovereign to whom one is subject; fidelity to any 
§$68500888 person; constancy." There are many types of loyalty -- loyalty 
to your country, your friends, your school, and yourself, 


"We shall fight on the beaches; we shall fight on the landing grounds; we 
shall fight in the fields and in the streets; we shall fight in the hilis? 
We shall never surrender!" Winston Churchill said it and the people of 
England enacted it, and such loyalty to their country gained them the vic+ 
tory, "Give me liberty or give me death!" declaimed Patrick Henry in the 
Virginia House of Burgesses, His fellow countrymen won that liberty, and 
their descendants have kept it for two hundred years through loyalty to 
their country, 


Examples of loyalty to a friend occur every day in every condition and sta- 
tion of life from the smallest act to the supreme test on the battlefield 
where many a man "has laid down his life for a friend," 


Loyalty to school is not only shown by the student, but by the faculty member 
who devotes his entire working life to the development and betterment of his 
pupils, The school athlete may express his loyalty by the way he supports 
his team and by the worthwhile contribution he makes to uphold its name, 


The individual alone can judge best how loyal he is to himself. To be honest 
and loyal to yourself, you may have to make sacrifices -- admit things you 
had rather not disclose; use your better judgment at all times when you would 
prefer to indulge your emotions; be honorable, One who is loyal to himself 
is not necessarily shirking the responsibility he owes to another person; he 
is merely seeing that he conducts and manages himself properly. 


We always think of someone as a respectable and very desirable person if he 
possesses the virtue of loyalty. However, everyone who is loyal may not be 
an A-#1 person, He may be loyal to the wrong cause, If he does not fully 
understand to what he is giving his loyalty, he cannot receive or appreciate 
the fruits of such an elevating human attribute,

These thoughts have been crystallized in my mind by remembering the life of 
Mr, Richie, because he exemplified them all,

school day was finished, How grateful we should be to those who are so self-

Because of the wrestling tournament here during his last illness, I am re- 
minded that in 1929 he coached the track team and they never lost a meet dur- 
ing the season, He received many awards for his work in scouting, and on the 
day he died he was to receive another for his fifty years in scouting, He 
was no less successful in his tuning classes; many of his pupils have gone on 
to other tuning schools, and many are aiready succeeding in that line of work.

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


the second Wednesday of September, 1906, Sam Richie, a shy little boy 
{ of eight, entered this school for the first time. He came to us from 
§055§ Children's Hospitel where he had been treated for trachoma, an infec~ 
tion that had cameged the sight of three others of his five brothers 
and sisters, 
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His shyness remained with him, and he early displayed other traits which de- 
veloped and created a character that was exceptional, This school has had 
many good friends and dedicated workers, and on that honor roll of service 
and devotion his name will aiways stand high. He was industrious to the last 
particle of his energy, comaletely loyal to what he thought was right, and he 
strove with a singieness of purpose on every task before him, 


In 1910, Boy Scout Troop #10 was orgenized, and he was a member, From 1916- 


'19 he was assistant scoutmaster, and in 1919 he became scoutmaster, which 
office he held until his death on Febrvery 8, the fiftieth anniversary of 
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scouting in America, The Silver Beaver award was presented to him in 1932, 
and in 1956 the Louisville Council of Boy Scouts held a banquet in his honor, 
He was the oldest scout in service in the United States, and received recog-= 
nition of that fact at a dinner given by the Louisville Council abovt four 
hours after he died, His troop held the city-wide championship in wail 
scaling for many years, and our trophy cabinet conteins cups won by members 
of his track team over several years, Our scouts did not always have the 
facilities to enable them to gain all the merit badges possible, but as soon 
as such facilities were available, Sam took advantage of them. He became a 
Star Scout in 1935, after earning ten merit badges, Troop 10 was almost 
always filled to capacity. There were so many activities in scouting that 
afforded pleasure and excitement as well as instruction that few boys wanted 
to be left out. | 


Sam was a good student in all his classes, but he had an especial talent in 
music, In 1916 he began assisting Mr, Martin with the chorus, and in 1923 
when Mr, Martin became superintendent, Sam became teacher of piano and organ 
for the boys, and director of both choruses, Twice his boys! quartet won a 
superior rating in the high school music festival in Lexington. For a while 
he had a band, but there was not enough time to develop much excellence in 
it. In 196 he transferred to the tuning department where he worked just as 
conscientiously as he did in music, 


One of his outside interests was his membership in the Crescent Hill Masonic 
Lodge, He petitioned that lodge on December 6, 1951, and after passing all 
three degrees offered there he became a Master Mason on June 27, 1952. The 
Crescent Hill Lodge conducted the Masonic funeral service at his grave, 


During his youth the boys and girls were strictly separated socially. He 
stuck strictly to the rules and ignored the girls, but many a girl sighed as 
she listened to him playing the organ from 8:00 to 9:00 each night or heard 
him Singing from a distance, That aloofness was not adhered to because of 
his aversion to girls, for in his adult life they were quite important to 
him, After his death we could find nothing in his possessions about his ac- 
complishments or the honors bestowed upon him, but there was an album con- 
taining pictures of all his girls -- and it was not a small collection, 


He had a keen sense of humor, and among his friends he saw to it that nobody 
topped him with a good story, 


Mr. Richie was a resident of this school for fifty-four years, and he was an 
asset to it for every one of them, We all grieve at his passing, We miss 
him, When shall we see his equal?

QPFGEKY his death, Since I came to think very highly of him as an instructor 
and friend auring the eight years I spent at the school as a student, 

I hope this article wili be accepted as a tribute to him and his memory, 
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Because I knew Mr, Richie during only the last quarter of his life, and then 
principally from the viewpoint of a student, my remarks will necessarily em- 
phasize his activities as a teacher, scoutmaster, part-time athletic coach, 

and friend to the boys of the school, This, I believe, is fitting in view 

of the fact that he devoted most of his time, effort, and talent to the school. 
It is my hope that someone who knew him as a student, athlete, full-time 

coach, and young scoutmaster will share with us his memories in tribute to 

him, Finally, since a brief biography will appear in the June issue of the 
COLONEL, the following paragraphs will discuss briefly a few of the philoso- 
phies which motivated him and a few of the deeds which exemplified them, 


Although Mr, Richie seldom took the time to spell out in detail his beliefs 
concerning the education and training of the blind, their place in society, 
and their social development, he worked continually and perhaps instinctively 
toward the achievement of these objectives, He realized at a time when work- 
ing, living, and studying conditions at the school were not as pleasant as 
they have been for the past decade or so that students could not develop prop- 
erly in a social vacuum, Accordingly, he initiated and supervised countless 
boy scout activities involving physical and intellectual competition and co- 
operation among the members of his own troop and with other troops, How many 
of us remember the merit badge exhibits, the “Walla-ga-zoos" with their horse- 
and-rider fights and wall-scaling contests, of the male chorus and quartets, 
and the performances of the band at scout programs! Later he, with the co- 
operation and assistance of the school administration, broadened the scope of 
scout activities to include incentive-type personal development contests, 
trips to other states to oarticipate in regional camporees and contests, and 
generally more extensive participation in Louisville scout affairs, The 
social value of one contest he conducted is obvious -- a worthwhile prize 
was awarded to the scout who accumulated the greatest number of achievement 
points during the school year by participating in extracurricular activities, 
excelling in academic undertakings, excelling in athletic competition, etc, 
In short, the countless tangible and more intangible benefits derived from 
scouting at the school are convincing evidence of his talent, foresight, and 


judgment, 


As a teacher Mr, Richie was well qualified by training and experience, thore~ 
ough, conscientious, consistently impartial, and patient whenever necessary 
in dealing with his students, Although I did not study piano music under him, 
he instructed me at one time or another in piano tuning, male chorus, band, 
and boy scout matters -- in all of which he displayed unique understanding of 
effective teaching methods. Through his interest in his work and the friend- 
ly basis on which he met his students he made learning an enjoyable and stim- 
ulating, as well as lasting process, Almost every alumus or former student 
of the school who participated in scouting activities will remember the count- 
less morning recesses he spent with Mr, Hichie while being taught the boy 
scout laws, oath, motto, and promotion requirements -- as well as the occa- 
sional candy bar or other small prize received after a particularly profitable 
session, In summary, this shy little man did what many teachers can only 
aspire to do, 


I am sorry I never knew Mr, Richie as an athlete and a full-time athletic 
coach, I am sure the record books, as well as the /memories of his contempo- 
raries, are full of accounts of his outstanding performances in football and 
track, His interest in coaching wes revived when track and field competition 
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was returned to the school's atnletic program shortly after World War II by 
an administration which realized the velue of the sport, Although he did not 
act as coach, his opinions were often solicited in attempting to remedy the 
problems of a particular athlete, and his years of experience as a participant 
and coach frequently enabled him to make helpful observations and recommenda~ 
tions, His devotion to the school and the students was underscored by the 
introduction of wrestling to the physical education program, Although he was 
totally unfamiliar with the sport before its introduction, there was nowhere 
amore loyal and enthusiastic supporter than he, 


It is relatively easy to record Mr, Richie's qualities and abilities when 
discussing his work in specific fields, such as scouting, but it is consider- 
ably more difficult to convey to the reader his personal characteristics and 
qualities, That is, although his personality was closely intermeshed with 
his work in class and at scout meetings, it was possible to catch occasional 
glimpses of an even more conscientious and considerate man, One clear glimpee 
was caught in 1950 when the Kentucky School and Troop 10 were acting as host 
to scouts from other schools for the blind throughout the midwest and south, 
In his desire to guarantee that his own troop should not be favored because 
of its host position he handicapped it in most competitive évents by not in- 
forming its members in advance which areas of scouting would be contested, 
although the visitors were given this information, Other evidence of his 
stature lies in the fact that as athletic and boy scout events returned to 
the school in the 1940's he spent much of his own money underwriting and aid- 
ing in the financing of costly undertakings, Further, it was he who organized 
and supervised the refreshment stand which for so many years yielded profits 
for scout and other projects. 


I€ he had indicated a preference during his lifetime, I feel Mr. Richie would 
have asked that we not eulogize him in florid and grandiose terms, The last- 
ing significance of his acts and beliefs is obvious, Accordingly, let us 
conclude by saying that the school, the people connected with it, and the 
world are better places and better people as a resvit of his having lived,

His high seriousness, reminding one of Wordsworth or Brahms, did not in any 
degree detract from his love of wit and verbal play, His was "the wit that 
loves to play, not wound," He was the soul of kindness and friendliness, 

He was brave, humane, honest, and generous, He was never cruel, unjust; never 
disingenuous or pretentious, He was straightforward, considerate, and 
trustworthy, 
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It is as a musician, a consummate musician, that he is remembered most, even 
by the one who is himself no musician, Seated at the organ, he did full honor 
to the majestic compositions of Palestrina, Bach, and Brahms, At the piano, 
he played with delightful caprice the "Rondo Capriccioso" of Mendelssohn, and 
with fire the "Polonaise Militaire" of Chopin, And he sang in a clear, pure 
tenor voice those old loved hyms, "Abide with Me," "Now the Day Is Over," 
and "God be with You Till We Meet Again," He directed the choir in the sing- 
ing of those beloved songs of romance or war, "The Night Has a Thousand Eyes," 
"Come Where My Love Lies Dreaming," "Oh, Who Will Ofer the Downs so Free?", 
"The March of the Men of Harlech," and many, many more, 


Samel Richie was the master of all glorious music, He was the interpreter
